BILL TO AMEND PATENT LAWS.

Army Appropriation Bill Passed 
with Some Minor Amendments.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Senate 
today voted to take up the Nicaragua 


Canal Bill. This gives the measure the 
parliamentary advantage of being the 
unfinished business of the Senate, so it 
will be considered from day to day until 
final action is secured. The prospect 
is that a final vote will be reached at 
an early day, and the test vote today 
on taking .up this bill—yeas, 36; nays, 


14—foreshadowed its passage. 
Senator Morgan of Alabama opened 
the debate with a lengthy speech in 


favor of the measure. The canal bill 
provides for an issue of $100,000,000 of 
yraritime canal stock, of which the Sec- 


retary of the Treasury, in behalf of the} 
-the United States. 


United States, is to subseribe for $70,- 
000,000 worth of shares. The company 
is to issue bonds up to $100,000,000, these 
to be guaranteed by the United States. 
The building and control of the canal 
are given to American engineers and 
a board of eleven directors, of whom 
five are to be appainted by the Presi- 
dent. It is substantially the measure 
passed by the Senate in the last Con- 
gress. During the day Mr. Chandler 
of New Hampshire introduced the Re- 
publican Caucus, bill for an_interna- 
tional monetary conference, and stated 
that it would be called up tomorrow. 
Among the resolutions offered was 
one from Mr. Pettigrew, calling on the 
Secretary of State for a statement of 
the status of the Venezuelan question 
and for the agreement made between 
the United States and Great Britain. « 
The House passed three bills of pub- 
importance and devoted the remain- 
4 of the day to District of Columbia 
business. One prohibited the sale of 
intoxicating liquors to Indians, one 
amended the existing patent laws, in 
eonformity .with the recommendations 
of the American Bar Association, and 
another provided for the use by the 
government of patents secured by naval 
officers at compensation to be fixed by 
a board of three officers. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS 
(SECOND SESSION.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—SENATE.— 
The report of the deep-water commis- 
sion was laid before the Senate and 
House today with the following letter 
from the President: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I transmit herewith the 
report of Messrs. J: P. B. Angell of 
Michigan, John E. Russell of Massa- 
chusetts and Lyman Cooley of -lili- 
nois, who were appointed commission- 
ers under the authority of a law passed 
March 2, 1895, to make inquiry and re- 
port, after conference with such sim- 
jflar commissioners as might be ap- 
pointed on behalf of Greaé Britain or 
the Dominion of Canada, concerning the 
feasibility of the constriction of such 
eanals as will enable -vessels engaged 
in ocean commerce to pass between the 
Great Lakes and the Atlantic Ocean, 
and the most convenient location and 
probable cost of such canals, together 
with other facts and information in said 
act specified relating to the proper con- 
struction and use. 

“The commissioners have prosecuted 
the work assigned them with great zeal 
and intelligence, resulting in the col- 
lection of a mass of information em- 
bodied in their report and its accom- 
panyiag exhibits, which is of great im- 
portaiece and interest, as related to the 
project subjected to the examination. 
The advantages of the direct or un- 
broken transportation from our West- 
ern States and Territories from conve- 
nient points of shipment to our sea- 
board ports are certainly palpable. The 
report of the commissioners contains, in 
my opinion, demonstration of the feasi- 
bility of securing such transportation 
and gives ground for the anticipation 
that better and more uninterrupted 
commerce through the plans suggested 
between the great West and foreign 
ports, with the increase of national 
prosperity which must follow in its 
train, will not long escape American 
enterprise and activity. 

“It will be observed that the report 
of the commissioners, though as com- 
prehensive as the time and facilities at 
the disposal permitted, does not defi- 
nitely deal with the cost of the work 
they were called upon to consider, and 
omits some of the other details related 
to. Thus far they have labored with- 
out compensation, and a part of the 
small sum appropriated for the pay- 
ment of their expenses remains unex- 
pended. 

“I suggest to Congress the propriety 
of making economical provision for 
such further prosecution of their work 
as will more fully develop the informa- 
tion necessary to a complete under- 
standing of the interesting and impor- 
tant subject.

Before proceeding with the Canal 
Bill, several pending matters were dis- 
posed of. 

A message from the President was 
read, submitting a report of the board 
appointed to investigate and report on 
the feasibility of a water route from 
the Great Lakes to the Atlantic. 

The Senate bill was ‘passed for an 
examination and survey of a water 
route from the mouth of the jeties of 
the city of Galveston through the ship 
channel and up Buffalo Bayou to the 
city of Houston, Tex. 

Mr. Gordan of Georgia (Dem.) gave 
notice that the resolution of respect 
to the late Speaker Crisp would be 
called up at 3 p.m., next Thursday. 

Mr. Morgan then addressed the Sen- 
ate in favor of the Nicaragua Canal 
Bill. He spoke of the supreme im- 
portance of the proposed waterway to 
In estimating the 
cost of the work the obstacles to be 
overcome and the advantages to be se- 
cured, Mr. Morgan compared the proj- 
ect with the Suez Canal, the Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal and the Chicago 
Drainage Canal. 

Since the building of the Suez, the 
cost of canal construction had been 
reduced one-half through American in- 
vention. 

He reviewed the course of England 
in securing control of the Suez Canal 
after French and Egyptian money had 
If the commerce of the pro- 
posed Nicaragwa Canal was but half 
of the Suez Canak on the basis of $1.50 
per ton, against’“tfie Suez Canal rate of 
$1.87 per ton; there would be a large 
financial profit to the United States. 
The Senator did not disparage this 
prospect of enormous earnings on a 
comparatively small investment, yet 
he felt that without money returns 
the canal would be justified for the 
great benefits it would bring to the 
commercial and agricultural interests 
as well as for the strategic and naval 
advantages it would afford the United 
States. 

Mr. Morgan said the treaty rights of 
Great Britain were identical to the 
United States concerning Nicaragua, 
so we enjoyed no exclusive privilege. 
It was only through the concession se- 
cured by enterprising American citi- 
zens that the United States could hope 
to make the canal an American insti- 
tution. If Congress failed to avail it- 
self of this private concession, it would 
sacrifice its only hope to carry out the 
great doctrine that the canal shculd 
be an American concern. 

Mr. Morgan here referred inciden- 
tally to the new Anglo-American peace 
treaty. It related, he said, to differ- 
ences which might arise between the 
United States and Great Britain. 
These questions, Mr. Morgan said, in- 
dicated the need of a calling up this 
Nicaragua Canal Bill at once. He 
wanted to see what Great Britain 
would do after Congress passed this 
billy and then he would know what 
differences existed. 

The Senator declared there was “not 
one speck of dust on this proposition; 
it was clean and free from every sem- 
blance of a job.” 

He closed with a glowing picture of 
the great results to flow from the con- 
struction of the canal. 

At 4:45 o’clock the Senate went into 
executive session and soon after ad- 
journed. 

HOUSE.—The attendance the 
House was very light today, a dull ses- 
sion being anticipated. Arrangements 
had been made whereby the day would 
be given to business reported by the 
Committee on the District of Colum- 
bia. There was first a general call of 
committees. 

From the Committee on Indian Af- 
fairs the bill to prohibit the sale of in- 
toxicating drinks to Indians, was 
called up and occasioned some debate. 
The bill imposes a fine of $100 and im- 
prisonment of sixty days upon any per- 
son who shall sell intoxicating liquors 
of any kind whatever to any Indian to 
whom an allotment of land has not 
been made, while the title is held in 
trust by the government. Maddox 
of Georgia (Dem.) argued that the bill 
was unconstitutional. The bill passed 
82 to 22. 

Mr. Henderson submitted from the 
Committee on Rules a resolution which 
was made setting aside tomorrow for 
the consideration of private pension 
bills and limiting the debate on each 
bill to ten minutes. 

A bill was passed authorizing the 
Sierra Madre Construction Company 
to construct a bridge across the Rio 
Grande at El Paso. 

The bill to amend the patent laws 
was called up by Mr. Draper of Mas- 
sachusetts (Rep.) who explained that 
it had been prepared by a committee 
appointed by the American Bar As- 
sociation to urge a revision of the pat- 
ent laws. None of the changes pro- 
posed by the bill, Mr. Draper said, were 
of a radical character, but they were 
those making a foreign patent two 
years old unpatentable in this country, 
placing a general limitation of six 
years on patents and empowering the 
Commissioner of Patents, if he has 
| reason to believe that an applicant is 
not prosecuting his chaim with suffi- 
cient vigor, to produce final proof 
within six months. The bill was passed. 

Another bill from the same commit- 
tee was passed providing for the use 
by the United States of the devices 
covered by letters of patent hereafter 
issued to officers of the navy. Mr. 
Fairchild, in charge of the bill, said it 
was now in the power of an officer who 
had secured a patent to deprive the 
United States of its use except on his 
own terms. The bill provides for a 
board of three naval officers to deter- 
mine the terms or rate of compensa- 
tion for the use of the patent. 

Quite a number of bills affecting the 
District of Columbia were passed, 

Mr. McCall of Massachusetts, chair- 
man of the Committee on Elections, 
gave notice that on Wednesday he 
would call up the Yost-Tucker con- 
tested election case. At 4:05 p.m. the 
House adjourned.

DEEP WATERWAYS REPORT. 


Practicability of Connection Be- 
tween the Ocean and Great Lakes. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WILKE.) 


dent. today sent to the House the re- 
port of the Deep Waterways Commis- 
sion, consisting of President Angell of 
the University of Michigan, John F. 
Russell and Lyman E,. Cooley, which 
Was appointed’ in 1895, under a resolu- 
tion introduced. by Senator Vilas of 
Wisconsin for a preliminary inquiry 
as to the practicability of waterways 
between the ocean and the Great 
Lakes. The reports state that the 
scheme is entirely feasible. 

Starting from the heads of Lakes 
Michigan and Superior, the most eligi- 
ble route the’ committee decides is 
through the several Great Lakes and 
their immediate channels and the pro- 
posed Niagara Ship Canal (Tonawanda 
to Olcott) to Lake Ontario and the 
Canadian seaboard would be reached 
from Lake Ontario, by way of the St. 
Lawrence and Lake Champlain and’ 
Hudson River, or by way of the Os- 
wego-Oneida-Mohawk Valley and the 
Hudson River. The committee also 
finds that it is practicable to develop 
the work in separate sections, and the 
several .sections in part by degrees, 
each step having its economic justifica- 
tion; that the benefits should follow 
closely on expenditure without waiting 
the completion of the system as a 
whole. It is stated, however, that the 
completion of the entire system as 
quickly as proper projects can be ma- 
tured and economically executed is 
fully justified. 

The report recommends that the 
Niagara Ship Canal should be first 
undertaken and incidentally the broad- 
ening and further deepening of the in- 
termediate channels of the lakes, the 
same being in the logical order of de- 
velopment, and also requiring the least 
time for consideration. 

The commission adds: In view of the 
international character and relation of 
a part of the works that would be re- 
quired, and of the riparian interests 
involved, it seems expedient to make 
the examinations and projects and 
carry on the works through a commis- 
sion that may be possessed with lim- 
ited international functions. 

It is urged that early action be 
taken to the end that complete sur- 
veys and examinations be made and 
all needful data to further progress 
be provided. 

The complete surveys and investi- 
gations, with measurements of the out- 
flow of the several lakes and full in- 
vestigation of collateral questions will 
cost not less than $600,000 and require 
some years of time. 

The report gives many statistics re- 
lating to the traffic on the great lakes. 
It says the agricultural competition 
of this country has recently had to 
meet with India, and which is likely 
to be intensified, impels the govern- 
ment to take steps to cheapen freights; 
that the limit of reduction in railroad 


must be directed to waterways. In re-' 
ferring to wheat the commission ex- 
presses fear of the consequences of the 
increasing competition from the 
gentine Republic and Uruguay.

PERU MUST PONY UP 


FOR AN OUTRAGE ON A UNITED 
STATES CONSUL, 


It Was Committed Eleven Years Ago 
and Secretary Olmey Says the 
Claim Must Be Settled Without 
Further Delay.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The ad- 
ministration is determined that Peru 
shall pay the claim for $200,000 growing 
out of the outrage committed in 1885 
upon V. H. McCord, a consul of the 
United States. A cable dispatch has 
just been sent to Mr. McKenzie, United 
States Minister, stationed at Lima, di- 
recting him to inform the Peruvian 
government that the case must be set- 
tled without delay. A communication 
received from the Minister a few days 
ago announced that Peru desired time 
in which to investigate the claim. Sec- 
retary Olney at once advised Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie that. Peru had had more than 
eleven years to conduct an investiga- 
tion, and the time was quite sufficient. 

In 1885 V. H. McCord, the United 
States Consular Agent at Arequipa, 
was imprisoned and sentenced to be 
shot by the Peruvian authorities. He 
was marched out on a parade ground 
and placed before a file of soldiers. 
The officer in command asked the pris- 
oner if he had anything to say, and Mc- 
Cord said “‘no.”’ A consultation of offi- 
cers was held and it was decided not to 
shoot him. 

He was remanded to prison and fined 
10,000 soles. He refused to pay the fine, 
and was deprived of food and drink 
and placed in a bare cell. McCord’s 
friends finally paid the fine and the 
prisoner was released. He filed a claim 
of $200,000 against the government of 
Peru, and it has been a subject of in- 
termittent negotiation. 

McCord, as well as being United 
States Consular Agent, was manager of 
a railroad. During the revolution of 
June, 1889, he was ordered to place an 
engine and train at the disposal of the 
government for the transportation of 
troops. He did this, but the engineer 
on. the following day detached the en- 
gine and delivered it to the rebels. For 
this offense McCord was arrested. 

Secretary Olney has just cabled 
United States Minister McKenzie at 
Lima, Peru, refusing the Peruvian 
government’s demand for more time, 
and demanding an immediate settle- 
ment of the claim. The United States 
cruiser Philadelphia is on the way from 
Valparaiso to Callao, and while its 
visit had nothing to do with the Mc- 
Cord claim, the presence of an Ameri- 
can warship will probably have some 
persuasive influence with the Peruvian 
government.

WACEO'S DEATH. 


LETTER TO THE FLORIDA CUBAN 
AGENT CONFIRMS IT. 


Fifteen Hundrea Spaniards Were 
Informed of His Trip, Ambushed 
Him and Shot Him Down. 


FURTHER DETAILS ABOUT IT. 
DECISION IN THE CASE OF THE 


THREE FRIENDS. 


It is Adverse to the Cubans on the 
Grounds That They are "not a 
State, Colony, District or 
People.’’ 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—A special to 
the Herald from Jacksonville, Fla., 
says the question of Maceo's death now 
seems fully decided. 

J. A. Huaua, the Florida Cuban agent, 
has just received a letter from Col. An- 
dres Hernandez, who commanded the 
Cuban detachment that went to rein- 
force Maceo’s forces. In the letter Col. 
Hernandez says: ‘‘The greatest desire 
of our enemy here is to appear and 
make you fellows in the United States 
believe that the provinces of Pinar del 
Rio and Havana are without insurgents 
and in a fair way to be pacified. But 
this is wrong, without a word of truth 
in it. The only pacification we offer is 


liberty gained by our trusty machetes. [ 


December 7 was a day we will never 
forget, for it was then that we suffered 
a great misfortune in the tragic death 
(by ambush) of our noble Maceo. This 
is the greatest misfortune we have suf- 
fered since the beginning of the war. 
But it only encouraged us to fight the 
harder and avenge his death. Cuba 
libre is the only shout we have now. 
We were encamped near the'fight that 
day and heard the firing. Maceo came 
across the trocha, unknown to us, with 
but forty men. More than fifteen hun- 
dred Spaniards, who had been informed 
of his trip, ambushed him. He rode 
into it and was shot at the first fire. 
We heard the firing and, thinking that 
some of our friends were attacked by 
Spanish guerrillas, we started off at 
once to their aid, though we had but 
four hundred men. When we reached 
the scene of battle it was almost over 
and we were told Maceo was killed and 
his body had been tied to a horse’s tail 
and that the Spaniards were taking it 
off. Our men were perfectly frantic 
over the report. We dashed forward 
with drawn machetes and what a fight 
there was! The Spaniards met us and 
the encounter was horrible. Our men 
fought to kill, only bent on avenging 
Maceo. Our trusty and sharp machetes 
fell with regularity *nd I think we 
killed more than two! -ndred of the en- 
emy, and what is more, we had the 
consolation of recovering the body of 
our beloved leader, Maceo. The Span- 
iards fought hard to regain it, charg- 
ing upon us repeatedly, but our sharp 
machetes were too much for them and 
they soon retreated. Our little force 
suffered terribly. Our cavalry, which 
went in two hundred strong, came out 
with only twenty-two men, and the in- 
fantry also suffered. But for all that 
we were consoled by the fact that our 
brave brothers gave up their lives in a 
good cause and to save the at of our. 
lamented Maceo from the ecration 
that the Spaniards would’ have in- 
flicted. We buried the body if a secret 
and secure place. Only myself and a 
few selected men know the location. In 
due time it will be made public. If 
known now, the murderous Spaniards 
would try to get it and parade it as 
showing their great triumph. Poor 
Maceo sleeps in peace, but his brothers 
remain to avenge him, and that they 
are doing daily. I have a good many 
things to tell you in connection with 
this, but I don’t dare to put them in 
this, as I am not positive that! the let- 
through safely.

CUBAN MAIL MATTER, 


Alleged That the Spanish Authori- 
ties Tamper With It. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
HAVANA, Jan. 18.—(Via Key West.) 
There is considerable complaint here 
among newspaper correspondents and 
others in regard to the alleged tamper- 
ing with mail matter upon the part of 
the Spanish authorities here, and it is 


States authorities will be called to the 
matter. Powerful influences continue 
steadily working to bring about the re- 
call of Capt.-Gen. Weyler. In this place 
it is beyond doubt that the attacks 
made upon him by the Madrid papers 
have placed the general in a very un- 
favorable position toward the govern- 
ment, and almost any other man-~would 
have resigned before this. 

Then, again, the sister-in-law of Gen. 
Martin, the captain-general of Porto 
Rico, who was acting as captain-gen- 
eral of Cuba previous to the arrival 
here of Capt.-Gen. Weyler, is actively 
intriguing in his behalf at Madrid. She 
is a lady of great influence in political 
circles, is wealthy, of great intelligence, 
and knows when and how to spend 
money in order to satisfy her ambi- 
tions. She took the chance of Gen. 
Weyler being attacked, and is reported 
to have been throwing wood on the fire 
kindled, with the intention of having 
Gen. Weyler relieved and Gen. Martin 
appointed his successor as captain- 
general in Cuba. 

In addition, the wife of Gen. Martin, 
who is also famous for her ambition 
and generosity, is skillfully working in 
her husband's behalf in Madrid. It is 
said she and her family took away with 
them from Cuba nearly $2,000,000. But 
this is one of the reasons why the name 
of Gen. Martin is not generally favor- 
ably received here by producers as a 
successor to Weyler. They do not wish 
to see him captain-general under any 
condtions. — 

The Marquis Palmero, who is looked 
upon as being an honest man, and, it 
is understood, used his influence against 
Gen. Martin, taking the ground that 
even Weyler is preferable to Martin. 
This has had the effect of strengthening 
Gen. Weyler’s position, although it is 
not believed he can last much longer 
unless he succeeds in inflicting a severe 
defeat upon the army of the insurgents 
under Maximo Gomez, which is under- 


stood to be steadily advancing upon 
Havana from the east. Therefore it is | 
thought probable Weyler will gather | 
together all the forces he can dispose of | 
and will push forward in the province | 
of Santa Clara and occupy positions | 
calculated to compel Gomez to fight a 
pitched battle. In connection with the 
reports of the approaching recall of 
Weyler, it is interesting to note the 
manner in which he received the news 
of the death of Antonio Maceo, the cir- 
cumstances of which have only just 
leaked out from the palace. At first 
Weyler would not belfeve the report 
and announced his intention of payin 
no attention to it until he received of- 
ficial confirmation. 

This was brought to him while he 
was at breakfast, whereupon Weyler 
arose from his seat and, raising his 
eyes heavenward, exclaimed: “Me 

aun na ha 


(My good star, fortune, is not yet 
eclipsed.) This happened at a time 
when, as. known to the captain-gen- 
eral’s most intimate friends, he was 
disposed to resign. 

Outside assistance is what the in- 
Surgents stand badly in need of at 
present. Everything depends upon the 
friends of the insurgents in the United 
States. If they do not exert them- 
selves promptly and effectively in the 
very near future, the dream of inde- 
pendence for Cuba may pass away for 
the present. The -turning-point of the 
insurrection, it is believed here, has 
been reached. 

It is still insisted on in Havana that 
Maximo Gomez recently wrote to the 
New York junta informing it he must 
have additional supplies of arms and 
ammunition shortly or else the insur- 
rection would “die of consumption.” 
But this is not credited in insurgent 
circles. 

The insurgents admit that some ac- 
tive demonstration upon their part will 
be absolutely necessary in the near fu- 
ture if they are to retain the sympathy 
aroused for them in the United States, 
and it is for this purpose that Maximo 
Gomez was ordered to advance west- 
ward, and finally consented to do so, 
much against his will, as he is fully 
alive to the difficulties of the task. 

A friend of the insurgents who is usu- 
ally very well informed, was ‘heard 
to remark today that he did not believe 
the main body of the insurgents would 
advance further westward than the 
city of Colon, in the western part of 
Mantanzas province, as Gomez would 
be taking too great a risk, with the 
resources at his command. Neverthe- 
less the gentleman quoted. said it 
would perhaps be best for him to do 
so in any case, as it would tend to re- 
vive the drooping spirits of the insur- 
gents, who, in addition to Maceo, have 
lost a number of other important 
leaders. In these conditions a really 
energetic general with 40,000 men under 
his command might be able to make 
short work of the insurrection, but 
Weyler is not of the class of men who 
accomplish anything brilliantly. 


THE THREE FRIENDS, 
An Appeal Will Be Taken from De- 
cision Rendered. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) Jan. 18.— 
Judge Locke of the United States Court, 
Southern District of Florida, rendered 
his decision this morning in the Three 
Friends case upon the excentions of 
the defense to the libel of the govern- 
ment for violation of the neutrality 
laws. The point was raised by counsel 
for the defense that inasmuch as the 
Cuban insurgents had not been recog- 
nized by the United States, they were 
neither a people nor a body politic as 
defined by section 5283, under which the 
libel was drawn. This was sustained 
by Judge Locke, and the District At- 
torney was given ten days in which to 
file an amended libel. The point was 
one that had never been raised before. 

AN APPEAL LIKELY. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The offi- 
cials of the Department of Justice are 
unwilling to discuss Judge “ocke’s de- 
cision today in the case of the suspected 
filibuster Three Friends, beyond the 
statement that if the Judge at the final 
hearing sustains today’s decision, an 
appeal will likely be taken to the 
United States Court of Appeals at New 
Orleans, and if an adverse decision is 
rendered there, an appeal will be taken 
to the United States Supreme Court. 
As understood here, Judge Locke’s de- 
cision is to the effect that the inde- 
pendence or belligerent rights of the 
Cuban insurgents not having been rec- 
ognized by the United States, they are 
not a “state, colony, district or people” 
within the meaning of the statute un- 
der which the libel was brought. Al- 
though these sections in the revision of 
the statutes are placed under the title 
“neutrality,” .that word does not ap- 
pear in the act itséif. The original 
act was passed in 1794, and was entitled 
“An act in addition to the act for the 
punishment of certain crimes against 
the United States.’ In 1818, during the 
Monroe administration, this act was re- 
vised, and the words “foreign province, 
state, colony, district or people’ were 
inserted, with a view to making it ap- 
ply to the South American insurrection 
then in progress; but the question of 
whether, in fact, these designations 
properly apply to Cuban insurgents or 
others in a like situation: has never be- 
fore been decided by the courts. Should 
Judge Locke’s decision be sustained by 
the court of last resort,;.it would ap- 
pear that every inhibition in the act 
fitting out hostile expeditions of every 
character against a foreign State with 
whom the United States are at peace 
becomes of no effect. ; 

These inhibitions are against enlist- 
ment, acceptance of commissions to 
serve a foreign State, people, etc., and 
against the arming and ‘fitting out of 


naval expeditions, and declares that all 


such vessels, together with their car- 
goes, etc., shall be forfeited to the 
United States. The question decided by 
Judge Locke, therefore, is of the high- 
est importance, as, if it is sustained, 
every act restraining the fitting out of 
expeditions to aid the Cuban insur- 
gents in their struggle against Spanish 
authority becomes inoperative. 


CUBAN POSTAGE STAMPS. 


Denied Being Used in United States 
Mails. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The recent 
claim of the Cuban junta of New York 
that letters bearing the new Cuban 
stamps have passed through the United 
States mail has called forth a denial 
from Postmaster Dayton of New York. 
In a letter to the Washington postal 
officials he says no envelopes bearing 
stamps with the inscription ‘“‘Republic 
of Cuba” or otherwise purporting to be 
issued by the Cuban insurgents have 
gone through the New York postoffice. 
Officials here doubt that such stamps 
have passed through our mails and 
they say that mail so stamped may 
possibly have come via Tampa or Key 
West, but the postmasters probably 
have asked for instructions. 

The issue has never been raised, but 
it is looked upon as likely that mail 
bearing Cuban stamps would be treated 
as unstamped and the full postage col- | 
lected from the receiver. 


SENT SKYWARD. 


A Torpedo Blows Up a Cuban Gan. 
boat. 


HAVANA, Jan. 18. — The gunboats 
Centinela and Relampago left Man- 
zanillo on the night of January 16 with 
the object of going up the river Cauto 
to Fort Guamo, in compliance with the 
orders of Gen. Bosch. At 10 o'clock on 
the morning of January 17 both gun- 
boats were near Mango Landing, when 
an explosion of a torpedo, which had 
been well placed-in the river, sunk the 
Relampago. Those of the crew who 
survived swam toward the: shore, but 
were fired on from the banks. At this 
critical moment a boat was launched 
from the Centinela which rescued the 
men in the water. In view of the in- 
structions and the fact that the com- 
mander of the Centinela and nearly all 
of the crews of both gunboats had been 
seriously wounded, the expedition had 
to return to Manzanillo. Sefior Martinez 
of the Relampago was seriously wound- 
ed in the explosion, as well as As- 
sistant Engineer Jacobi Dunham, Gun- 
ner Francisco Martinez and three sea- 
men, while Paymaster Antero, Chief 
Officer Masauero, Engineer Pazaldela 
and also the pilot and four others were 
slightly wounded. Six of the officers 
and.crew were killed outright, and all 
the rest received wounds of more or less 
severity.

CHEVa:‘AER CONTENCIEN. 


Former President of Italian Cham.- 

ber of Commerce Déad. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 18.~—The Herald 
this morning says: Louis Contencien, 
Chevalier. of. the Crown of Italy, for- 
mer president of the Italian Chamber 
of Commerce in New York and for- 
merly Italy’s Consul-General to the 
Two Sicilies, is dead at his residence 
in this city. He had long been one of 
the most prominent Italians here and 
was a man of marked ability, to which 
Italy frequently paid honorable tribute. 
The chevalier was attacked with se- 


the family physician, was summoned. 
Later Drs. Janeway and Bryant were 
called, and they pronounced the malady 
appendicitis. 

Chevalier Contencien was born in 
Venice, Italy, in 1834. After.a collegiate 
education he entered the service of the 
Italian government and was sent to 
this country as chancellor. In 1854 he 
was appointed Consul-General to the 
Two Sicilies. While officiating in that 
capacity he saw the great future in 
the shipment of Italian products. to 
this country, and after his term of 
consul expired, he returned to this 
country and established himself in the 
Mediterranean green fruit business. 

Chevalier Contencien resigned the 
presidency of the Italian Chamber of 
Commerce here in February, 1893, and 
it was supposed at the time that his 
action was due to diplomatic difficulties 
which he encountered in connection 
with the bringing of the statue of Co- 
lumbus to this country and the visit of 
the Italian warship Bausan. 

Italy’s unwillingness to participate 
in the World’s Fair and the Columbian 
celebration here was overcome chiefly 
by the Italian Chamber of Commerce. 
There had been a feeling that the 
New Orleans trouble and the with- 
drawal and subsequent return 
Baron Fava, the Italian Minister at 
Washington, had much to do with 
Italy’s apparent reluctance. Baron 
Fava’s management of the matters 
concerning the transportation of the 
statue and the visit of the Bausan 
were not to Chevalier Contencien’s lik- 
ing. It became necessary in time for 
members of the Italian chamber to 
zo to Washington and confer with the 
Italian Minister, and it was thought 
the chevalier’s unwillingness to meet 
Baron Fava led to his resignation. 

The chamber’s idea of it was that the 
United States should ask Italy to be 
represented at the World’s Fair and the 
Columbian celebration, and Chevalier 
Contencien felt that, as it stood. Italy 
appeared as asking that the United 
States consent to receive the statue as 
a gift and the man-of-war as a Visitor. 

The chevalier and the Chamber of 
Commerce were credited with actively 
assisting in settling the New Orleans 
lynching controversy in a manner hon- 
orable to both countries and in induc- 
ing Italy to take part in the World’s 
tae after that government had re- 
used.

The 25 per cent. rule had 
been violated by about 8 per cent. Un- 
der the head of resources it was given 
out that the bank held ‘$113,025 of se- 
curities in stocks, etc.” This was very 
unsatisfactory as ‘“etceteras’’ was not 
considered definite enough. Since the 
statement was issued the withdrawals 
have been steady. President McKnight 
was for years prominently identified 
with the banking business and in- 
volved in a number of outside finan- 
cial operations. 


Supposed to Be ”’Bat’’ Sheedy. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—The body of a 
man supposed to be “Bat” Sheedy, a 
Chicago pugilist, has just been found 
in the mud on the shore of Hutchinson 
River, near the’ tracks of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road, betwen Baychéster and Barlow. 
It is reported that Sheedy was walking 
across the trestle on his way to New 
‘York. when set upon by thieves, 
knocked senseless with a couplin pin, 
robbed of his valuables and thro 
into the mud ten ‘feet below.

Their Attorney Makes a Lame Argu- 
ment and Fails to Answer Hard 
Questions Pat to Him ‘by 
Members of the Council. 


The “Totem” has fallen, sapped at 


the base by the keen common-sense 
of the Republican majority of the City 
Council-—-the ‘“‘Totem” before which the 
last Council rendered such service of 
knee-bending and cringing reverence, 
The Ashman resolution, which was 
adopted and spread upon the minutes 
of the last Council, now retired to 
well-earned obscurity, was yesterday 
rescinded in the Council by the deci- 
sive vote of six to three and’a spirit 
of democratic fairness and equity tri- 
um phed. 

The Supply Committee yesterday 
afternoon introduced in the Council a 
carefully-prepared report, which re- 
viewed at length the history of the 
erection of this fetich to a place of 
legislative prominence. Then, in a few 
sentences of practical purposes and 
business principle, the shallow founda- 
tions of the “‘Totem” were sapped, and 
the symbol of selfish greed and arrant 
humbuggery fell headlong. 

The report of the Supply Committee 
to the Council read as follows: 

“Your Supply Commiitee, to whom 
was referred the petition of the Los 
Angeles Printing Company asking that 
the resolution adopted by the Council 
October 6, 1896, ordering that all city 
printing bear the Typographical Union 
label be rescinded, ‘beg leave to re- 
port: 

“Upon investigation of the records of 
the City Clerk’s office we find: 

“That on the 23d day of September, 
1895, petition No. 975 was filed by the 
Los Angeles Typographical Union ask- 
ing that the union label be used on 
all city printing. Said petition is in 
words and figures following, to-wit: 


PETITION OF THE TYPOGRAPHI- 
CAL UNION. 

“*‘LOS ANGELES Sept. 18, 1895. 
““"*To the Honorable City Council, 
Los Angeles, Cal. — Gentlemen: 
Whereas, much of the city printing is 
awardea to offices which refuse to pay 
the scale of wages and recognize the 
hours and conditions of labor adhered 
to by fair employers, and whereas, the 
awurding of printing contracts to those 
otiices is putting a premium upon low 
Wages and countenancing the oppres- 
sion of the wage-earner, the Los An- 
gzeles Typographical Union, at a re- 
cent meeting, appointed the under- 
signed committee to interview your 
body in regard to city printing, and 
petition you to establish such regula- 
tions thereto as will assist us in main- 
taining a living scale of wages and 
uniform hours and conditions of labor 
in the printing trade, we wish to 
call your attention to the fact that 
the Typographical Union is an asso- 
ciation of workingmen which includes 
about four-fifths of the journeymen 
printers of this city. Any competent 
eager male or female, who will abide 
y the established scale of wages, con- 
ditions of labor, etc., in vogue in the 
union offices in this city is eligible to 
membership in our organization. That 
all employers may be on an equal 
basis in bidding for work, it is essen- 
tial that a uniform scale o: wages be 
in vogue. The competitive nature of 
the business is such that unless this 
rule is observed the wages of our craft 
would be reduced to a standard far be- 
low that which the value of our labor, 
as compared with other trades, justly 
entitles us to. The Los Angeles Typo- 
graphical Union has entered into a 
mutual agreement with the majority 
of the employing printers of this city 
as to wages and conditions of labor 
which are commensurate with the skill 
and intelligence required in our trade. 
_ There are, however, a few' unscrupu- 
lous employers who, so that they may 
be enabled to underbid their fair-deal- 
ing competitors, refuse to abide by the 
scale of wages and conditions mutually 
agreed upon between other employers 
and their employés. In order that this 
policy may not become so general as 
to completely demoralize the printing 
trade, the Typographical Union has 
adopted a label, which all fair offices 
are entitled to use. This label upon 
any job is always a guarantee that 
the work has been done in an office 
where justice and living wages obtain, 
and where only competent help is em- 
ployed. In view of these facts, we re- 
spectfully pray that your honorable 
body will enact that in the future all 
printing from the city of Los Angeles 
shall bear the label of the Typographi- 
cal Union. Other city councils through- 
out the country, when appealed to, 
have almost invariably taken such ac- 
tion. As our union, though not es- 
sentially a fraternal organization. pro- 
vides for its sick, buries its dead and 
assists its unemployed members, so 
that they never become a charge to 
the public, we think this request is en- 
titled to favorable consideration, and 
as it is obvious that the prosperity of 
the country is largely dependent upon 
the welfare and contentment of the in- 
dustrial classes, we believe your hon- 
orable body.will be serving the best 
public interests by doing what is 
within your power to maintain living 

wages and just conditions of labor.’ 

CITY ATTORNEY’S OPINION. 
“That afterward, and on the 2ist day 
of October, 1895, the City Attorney, to 
baer ene above petition had been re- 

err y the Council, reported : 

***In the matter of the petition of 

Typographical Union asking that ee 
@uncil require that the union label 
stould be placed upon all printing 
hereafter done for the city, I have made 
a careful examination of the matter 
ard find from the petition itself that 
th: union label can be used in an office 
ony when certain requirements of the 
Typographical Union have been com- 
pli:d with. The petition states that 
other City Councils have almost invari- 
ably taken the action prayed for in the 
petition, and I should have been glad 
to have corresponded with the City At- 
tomneys of those cities had I known or 
hed the petition stated what cities had 
en such action. While the members 
a: ‘the City Council and city officials 
generally have the right to exercise the 
privilege of buying when and where 
they please, and doing business with 
wich persons as they may see fit in 
their individual capacities, I am of the 
‘inion that, in their official capacity, 
ind where the public finances are in- 
rolved, the law contemplates that they 
shall buy in the open market and with- 
odut restrictions other than may be 
‘placed upon them by the Legislature. 
t will be readily seen that were we 
‘to place such restriction as is asked for 
“by this petition upon city printing it 
would immediately bar from all bidding 
all offices which did not or could not 
-use the union label, thereby depriving 
the city of the full and fair competi- 
tions which’ the law contemplates it 
shall have. The passage of such an 
enactment as the petition requires 


would undoubtedly be 
against one class of printers and in fa- 
vor of another, and would therefore 
come within what is known to the law 
as class legislation; and while we, as I 
have said before, have the right to 
patronize, as individuals, any class as 
against any other, this is not what the 
spirit of the law requires of us in our 
official business.’ 

“Which report was received and no 
action taken on petition. 

THE ASHMAN RESOLUTION. 

“That on the 6th day of October, 1896, 
the Supply Committee to whom had 
been referred a resolution of Mr. Ash- 
man directing that all city printing 
bear the label of the Typographical 
Union, reported recommending the 
adoption of said resolution. 

“Which recommendation was ap- 
proved by the Council. 

PRINTERS PROTEST. 

“That on the 19th day of October, 

1896, Protest No. 924 was filed, contain- 


ing eighty-eight signatures, and read- 


ing as follows: — 

*“*"To the Honorable Council of the 
City of Los Angeles: We, the under- 
signed, respectfully represent that we 
are journeymen printers, residents of 
Los ,Angeles county. Believing that 
we are entitled to equal rights under 
the law—an equal right to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, with per- 
sons who choose to ally themselves 
with the organization known as Typo- 
graphical Union No. 174; believing that 
we pay more taxes and cast more 
votes than an equal number (if there 
are so many) of the members of said 
Typographical Union; and believing 
that the facts were misrepresented to 


your honorable body before you 
passed the resolution directing 
that all printing for city 


should bear a label of said organiza- 
tion, thereby confining competition to 
about fifteen offices, the majority of 
which are too small to employ a jour- 
neyman printer, when there are more 
than forty other printing establish- 
ments in the city; we respectfully peti- 
tion your honorable body to rescind 
said resolution.’ 

“That on the 16th day of November, 
1896, a motion was introduced and de- 
feated asking rescinding of resolution. 

ANOTHER PROTEST. 

“That on the 23d day of November 
the following petition was received and 
filed, containing twenty-two signatures 
of individuals and firms: 

“To the Honorable City Council of 
Los Angeles: The undersigned prap- 
erty-owners, taxpayers, printers and 
publishers, and employers of labor in 
the city of Los Angeles, respectfully 
request your honorable body to im- 
mediately rescind the resolution 
adopted by you on Tuesday, October 
6, requiring the label of the Typo- 
graphical Union to appear upon all 
printing matter published by the city 
of Los Angeles. 

“The resolution is clearly illegal, is 
against sound public policy, because 
it is an unjust discrimination against 
a very large proportion of the em- 
ploying printers of Los Angeles. 

“‘We believe it is only necessary to 
call your attention to this matter to 
secure: prompt and favorable action 
upon it.’ 

LOS ANGELES PRINTING COM- 
PANY PROTESTS. 

“That afterward and on the 4th day 
of January, 1897, the Los Angeles 
Printing Company filed its petition, 
asking that the action of the former 
Council in adopting the Ashman reso- 
lution, be rescinded. It is upon this 
latter petition your committee are re- 
quested to report. 

“After a careful examination of the 
records herein, and in the presence 
of the opinion of the City Attorney de- 
ciding adversely to the first petition of 
the Typographical Union, your commit- 
tee are of the opinion: 

“That this-Council is a public body, 
yowing equal allegiancé to every citizen 
this municipality. 

“That to conserve the best interest of 
the city all supplies of whatsover na- 


ture should be purchased in the 
open market; that the restrictive 
provisions of the resolution in 


question preclude the participation of 
a goodly number of worthy, law-abid- 
ing, tax-paying citizens, in supplying 
one branch of the city’s needs. This may 
or may not influence the prices paid 
by the city for such work, but it cer- 
tainly does limit the number who are 
»@ligible to compete for same to the 
-exclusion of many who would other- 
share the benefits. 

“That this is clearly class legislation 
and were it applied to the purchasing 
-of all @lasses of supplies, as ldgically 
‘it might be demanded, a flagrant in- 
justice would be done many of our 
best citizens. 

“That the spirit of the resolution is 
un-American; is contrary to the demo- 
cratic principles on which our republic 
is founded, and is repugnant to our 
sense of equal right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. 

“For above reasons, and many others 
which may be adduced, your commit- 
tee would respectfully recommend that 
the prayer of the petitioner be granted 
and the resolution rescinded by your 
honorable body. 

“This recommendation of your com- 
mittee is made without prejudice to the 
‘interest of those individuals or firms 
who use the union label. The principle 
involved alone has been considered, 
not the individuals. git he 

“Respectfully submitted. 

H. TOLL, 

“Ir. L. BAKER, 
“Supply Committee.” 
‘Councilman Hutchison added to the 
typewritten report of the majority the 
following declaration of general prin- 
ciples, which he designated as his 
“minority report:” 

“Believing that the great labor 
unions of America are the most usefu! 
and most important factors for the 
amelioration of the condition of work- 
ingmen; believing also that the Typo- 
graphical Union is one of the best- 
managed and most beneficial of trades 
unions and that the encouragement 
given it by the Ashman resolution 
now in force in this city is entirely 
just and proper, I beg leave to report 
against the petition of the Los Angeles 
Printing Company of January 4. 

“EDWARD L. HUTCHISON.” 

The Typographical Union had tm. 
vaded the Council chamber with the 
expectation of resisting the rescission 
of the Ashman resolution, and they 
had brought their paid attorney, C. 
A. Miller, Esq., with them to present 
the legal side of their case. After 
the adoption of the majority report 
was moved by Councilman Blanchard 
and seconded by Councilman Toll, a 
rather tiresome discussion was engaged 
in by the opponents of action nullify- 
ing the resolution of the preceding 
Council. 

The first speaker to address the 
Council was Joreph Phillis, business 
agent and a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Typographical! Union. 
He opened his speech by making the 
bold statement that he could prove 
that the employers of printers not 
belonging to the Typographical Union 
paid their men from 10 to 60 per cent. 
less wages than those who employed 
only members of the union. The 
greater part of his remarks consisted 
of vague generalizations, and had little 
bearing on the report in question. 

C. A. Miller, Esq attorney for the 
Typographical Union, follawed with 
a long speech, which purported to be a 
legal argument: He asserted it 
would be good public policy, for the 
city, and the State and national gov- 
@rnment to employ only printers, 
plumbers or architects who belonged to 
the organization of their trade and 
bore certificate from their order. These 


startling theories inspired President 
Silver and Councilman Toll to ask 
some difficult questions, which Mr. 


Miller answered in rather an unsatis- 
factory manner. 


Mr. Miller was frequently inter- 


rupted by ,the Courcilmen, who in- 


legislation 


dulged‘in a running joint debate. Coun- 
cilman Hutehinson quoted as a force- 
ful ilustration that the State refused to 
allow doctors to practice medicine with- 
out licenses or teachers to teach with- 
out certificates, and he seemed con- 
vinced by the aptness of his compara- 
tive references. 

On the other hand Councilman Toll 
retorted that the Ashman resolution 
exercised an unjust discrimination, in- 
asmuch as there are as competent 
printers outside of the Typographical 
Union as inside, and it was none of 
the business of the Council to herd men 
into the union who had not gone of 
their own volition. 

Judge Miller then resumed _ the 
broken ‘thread of his argument, and 
cited the case of St. Louis as having 
adopted a resolution similar to the 
Ashman resolution. When questioned, 
he admitted that he did not know of 
any case in which the legality of such 
a resolution had been adfudicated. Ile 
also contended that if the City Coun- 
cil saw fit to adopt a resolution to use 
only Arnold’s writing fluid, it was legal, 
even if Carter‘s were better and thirty- 
five dealers sold Carter’s and only one 
sold Arnold's. 

Mr. Miller was followed by Cyren E. 
Fisk, who is president of the Los An- 
geles County Council of Labor, and a 
member of the Typographical Union. 
His remarks were rambling, incoherent, 
“irrelevant, incompetent and immate- 
rial,” as the attorneys say on the 
slightest provocation in court. Another 
member of the Typographical Union 
followed in a speech of a highly explo- 
sive character. 

Fred L. Alles then appeared for the 
other side, and briefly added his argu- 
ment in support of the majority report 
of the Supply Committee. He said that 
his company had no prospect of get- 
ting city printing, their work was of 
a different nature, and he had no self- 
seeking motive in presenting his peti- 
tion. Mr. Alles explained that there 
were two printers’ unions in the city, 
the Printers’ Protective Fraternity, and 
the Typographical Union. He then read 
the following letter in answer to the 
citation by Mr. Miller of the precedent 
established by the city of St. Louis: 

“OFFICE OF THE MAYOR, 

“LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Nov. 21, 1896. 

“Eugene Bassett, 110 South Broad- 
way, Los Angeles, Cal.—Dear Sir: An- 
swering your favor of the 16th inst.. I 
desire to say that there was a resolu- 
tion passed by the general Council of 
the city of Louisville on March 26, 1896, 
approved by me on April 8, 1896, which 
provides that the heads of all the city 
departments shall patronize only those 
printing establishments who employ 
members of the Typographical Union. 
The resolution is still in force, but I 
question its legality...We have had an 
occasion once since its introduction to 
test it, and our City Attorney was ap- 
pealed to, to render a decision as to its 
validity. In reply he gave it as his 
opinion that the resolution was not 
binding, and that the city had a per- 
fect right to bestow its printing upon 
non-union offices. 

“Yours truly, 

“GEORGE D. DODD, Mayor.” 

Mr. Allen added that there were 
about fifty-five fob officés in the city, 
of which the Typographical Union 
only claimed that twenty-seven were 
entitled to use the “totem,” or label. 
As far as he could judge the division 
was about equal. 

Councilman Toll said that he be- 
lieved in organized labor, when striv- 
ing for legitimate ends, but he had 
conversed personally with a number 
of union printers, who had expressed 
themselves as being in favor of the 
rescision of the resolution, because 
they believed it was un-American. He 
was surprised at the lameness of the 
attorney's legal argument, and had ex- 
pected greater things. Believing that 
the resolution was illegal, he hoped to 
see the minute-books disencumbered 
of the Ashman resolution. 

President Silver called attention to 
the City Attorney's opinion, which was 


the proposition that 
of the situation as far as the legal 
status was concerned, because posses- 
sion was nine points of the law.” 

When the vote was called for, Coun- 
cilman Ashman moved that the minor- 
ity report be substituted, which mo- 
tion was seconded by Councilman 
Hutchison. The motion was declared 
out of order by President Silver, as 
the minority report had no standing. 

The roll call on the majority report 
was then ordered. The vote stood as 
follows: For the adoption of the re- 
port, Councilmen ‘Baker, Blanchard, 
Mathuss, Toll, Nichol and President 
Silver: against the report, Councilmen 
Ashman, Grider and Hutchison. 

The Ashman resolution was rescinded 
and the Council hud time to atténd to 
legitimate business affecting the en- 
tire city. 


The Texas Petition. 


ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Jan. 18.—The Texas dele- 
gation which on Saturday afternoon pre- 
sented a petition of -103,300 names to Prest- 
dent-elect McKinley at Canton in behalf of 
John Grant of Texas, for a Cabinet appoint- 
ment, passed through this city last evening 
en route home. They were met at the union 
station by a number of prominent representa- 
tives of the city. A spread was prepared in 
the dining-room of the Terminal Hotel for 
them. After the refreshments were disposed 
of, many of them took carriages and drove 
about the city. They left the union station 
at 8 o’clock last night. As the train pulled 
out a dozen bouquets were thrown into the 
car by St. Louis admirers of John Grant. 
The members of the delegation were very 
much pleased with the result of their visit to 
Maj. McKinley. They feel quite confident 
tha: Mr. Grant will get a place in the Cabi- 
net. 


The "Ohio Situation.’ 


CLEVELAND (0.,) Jan. 18.—Murat Hal- 
stead of New York was a visitor at the office 
of Mr. Hanna today and had a conference 
with the chairman. To a reporter Mr. Hal- 
stead said he was not an office-seeker either 
for himself or friends. “I saw Gov. Bush- 
nell in New York Saturday,”’ said Mr. Hal- 
stead, “and had a “Quiet talk with him re- 
garding the so-called ‘Ohio situation.’ The 
Governor declared there was absolutely noth- 
ing in the reported quarrel between Mr. 
Hanna and other Ohio leaders." 


Attempt at Incendiarism. 


FRESNO, Jan. 18.—An alleged incendiary 
attempt to burn the temporary building re- 
cently erected by the Presbyterian Church of 
this city was made on Sunday evening about 
19 o’clock. The fine church building belong- 
ing to this congregation was mysteriously 
burned a few months ago, which is the prin- 
cipal reason for believing that Sunday night's 
fire was incendiary. The fire started within 
half an hour of the close of services and was 
put out before serious damage was done.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

The Assembly Committee Discusses 
Employment Agencies. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—The As- 
sembly Committee on Capital and La- 
bor met in the Supreme Court room to- 
night to consider Malcolm's bill relating 
to employment agencies. Several mem- 
bers of the same committee of the Sen- 
ate were on hand by invitation, and 
Chairman Morehouse of the Senate oc- 
cupied a seat beside Chairman Dennery 
of the Assembly Committee. There was 
a large crowd in attendance. 

A number of employment agents from 
San Francisco were present and were 
represented by Attorney Morganstern. 
The latter said that the bill would de- 
prive the agents of their constitutional 
rights and ultimately force them out 
of business. He characterized the meas- 
ure as a political scheme of the Demo- 
crats wrereby they would secure a vote 


in every man for-whom Labor Commis- 
sioner Fitzgerald secured employ- 
ment. 


James Rose, president of the labor 
convention, presented a petition signed 
by 12,500 people asking the Legislature 
to pass Malcolm’s bill. Walter MacAr- 
thur, representing thity labor unions, 
answered Morganstern and said that 
the middlemen between the employers 
and employés made a point of gouging 
the latter. Employment agencies as a 
class, he said, were big swindles 
against which the laboring man had no 
redress. He cited instances to show 
where laboring men had been swin- 
dled. 

A petition was read from the Los An- 
geles employment agencies asking that 
the bill be killed. In the petition it 
was cited that the Examiner once had 
an employment bureau and that it had 
proved a failure, notwithstanding that 
it was freely advertised. It was pre- 
dicted that the State would meet with 
no better success.

Bills Idtroduced—Day Labor Bill: 
Passed the Assembly. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIE.) 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—After re- 
cess this afternoon the introduction 
of. bills was continued. Dibble _pre- 
sented one giving the Board of Health 
the power of issuing subpoenas. 
Caminetti asked for a number of ap- 
propriations for the Preston School of 
Industry at Ione.

By Tracy—To transfer money in the 
San Francisco ferry and depot sinking 
fund to the harbor improvement fund. 

Caminetti introduced a resolution to 
the effect that the Harbor Commission- 
ers be compelled to furnish to the Leg- 
islature an accounting of the $600,000 
which had been voted for the construc- 
tion of the union ferry depot. The 
resolution also called for, all informa- 
tion regarding the plans and contracts 
of the depot; additional cost of con- 
struction, if any; the facilities and ac- 
commodations for the railroad, the dis- 
position of offices. ete. 

Caminetti moved a suspension of 
the rules and the resolution was 
adopted. 

Sanford then introduced a resolution 
similar in character referring to the 
business of the Board of Equalization, 
touching on the assessment of county 
property, railroad taxes, ete. Sanford 
moved suspension of the rules and 
adoption of the resolution. This was 
promptly defeated and the resolu- 
tion referred to the Committee on 


Ways and Means. During the de- 
bate Dibble referred sarcastically 
to the attempt of the Demo- 


cratic caucus to legislate for the body. 
Caminetti made a very sarcastic reply 
in return for which Dibble got Malcolm 
to give notice of reconsideration on. 
Caminetti’s resolution, which will now 
probably be referred to the Committee 
on Commerce and Navigation. 

Sanford introduced a resolution me- 
morializing the Congressional delega- 
tion on the restriction of pauper im- 
migration. It was referred to the 
Committee on Federal Relations. 

Treacy’s bill making $2 a day the 
minimum rate of wages for laborers 
came up for final passage and created 
some debate, some of the southern 
members being opposed to it. 

It finally passed. 


Fire Department Bill. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—The San 
Francisco delegation met and decided 
to recommend for passage the Fire-de- 
partment Bill which increases the sal- 
aries of chief engineer to $5000 per year: 
assistant chief, $3000; secretary, $3000; 
assistant engineers, $2100. 

The bill making the salary of Su- 
perior Judges $6000 per annum, it was 
decided to report favorably. It was 
decided to make the salary of the Jap- 
anese court interpreter $100 instead of 
$150 a month. 

The bill to close the cemeteries in 
the year 1900 was made a special order 
for Wednesday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 


Will Cut Approprietions. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—The Repub- 
licans in the Assembly held a caucus 
today in which the demand of State 
Printer Johnson was considered. It was 
shown that tonight there would be but 
$1200 left in the fund after the bi- 
weekly pay roll was satisfied. The cau- 
cus decided to cut down the’appropria- 
tion of $75,000 to $30,000, which it ts 
calculated will last for three or four 
weeks. At the end of that time an- 
other appropriation will be asked for 
and probably granted.

The Debris Commission 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—The As- 
sembly Ways and Means Committee 
tonight considered Soward'’s amend- 
ment to the act. creating the debris 
commissioners. Judge Soward and At- 
torney Tirey L. Ford spoke in favor of 
the amendment. 

Mr. Ford said that four years ago a 
bill was passed creating a debris com- 
missioner at a salary of $300 a month 
and appropriating $250,000 for the con- 
struction of works for the purpose of 
restraining and impounding mining 
debris. A clause was tacked on the biil 
which prevented the disposing of the 
money until a similar appropriation 
had been made by Congress. The na- 
tional body went further than _ the 
State, the attorney said. It appropri- 
ated $250,000 for the impounding of 
debris resulting from mining opera- 
tions, natural erosions and other causes 
and a debris commission. The amend- 
ment asked for was to meet the re- 
quirements of the bill of Congress in 
order that the money can be paid out 
by the State. The matter was laid 
over for further consideration. 


Irrigation Committee Meets. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 18.—A_ joint 
meeting of the Committee on Irrigation 
of the Senate and Assembly was held 
in the Senate chamber tonight,at which | 
there was a general discussion on irri- 
gation. It was decided by resolution to 
hold a joint meeting on Thursday nig‘ht 

t 7:30 o’clock. At that meeting many 
proposed amendments to the Wright 
law will be received, provided they be 
made in writing and suggestions relat- 
ing to irrigation will also receive con- 
sideration. 

Wright, the author of the famous 
law, will be present and Attorney C. W. 
Eastin, who leads the forces seeking 
the repeal of the law, will also be in 
evidence. 


Free Homestead Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Free Home- 
stead Bill, which was passed by the Senate, 
will be considered by the House Committee 
on Public Lands tomorrow, and Chairman 
Lacey of that committee thinks it probable 
that the bill will be reported to the House 
with an amendment to make it conform to 
the general Free Home Bill now on the cal- 
endar of the House. 

The proposed amendment would protect the 
government from loss on certain Indian lands 
which it holds in trust to sell, practically as 
the agent of the Indian owners, the proceeds 
of the sales to be turned over to the Indians. 
Under the Senate bill the government would 


while releasing the settlers from their obliga- 
tions to pay. The bill, after being reported, 
will go, under the rules, to the calendar of 
the House, to take its chances with other 
legislation. The Senate substitute will 
probably be accepted by the committee. 


A Twenty-round Draw. 


BUFFALO (N. Y.,) Jan. 18.—Tommy Dixon 
of Rochester and Joe Youngs of Bufialo 
sparred a twenty-round draw tonight at the 
Empire Athletic Club. Both men were in 
good condition. Youngs had the advantage 
of height and weight, but this counted for 
little against Dixon's generalship and quick- 
ness. At the close Youngs showed signs of 
the hard fight, while Dixon was apparently 
as bright as at the beginning. The twentieth 
round saw fierce fighting, but neither was 
able to land a knock-out blow and the referee 
= ita draw. The points were in Dixon's 
avor.

At the City Hall yesterday the Coun- 
cil met in regular session and trans- 
acted an unusual amount of business. 
The report of the Committee on Water 
Supply bearing on the city water sys- 
tem was adopted.

‘rescinded the Ashman resolution 
adopted by the previous Council pro- 
viding that all the city printing should 
bear the label of the Typographical 
Union.

THE COUNCIL ELECTS MAYOR 
SNYDER’S APPOINTEES. 


An Easy Way Out of a Hole Found 
by Councilman Hutchison—After 
Finding That He Cannot Per- 
suade the Republicans to Hang 
Up the Mayor’s Nominations, He 
Quits and Falls in Line. 


The City Council met in regular 
weekly session yesterday morning at 
19 o’clock, as provided at the last 
session. All the members of the Coun- 
cil were present, and President Silver 
occupied the chair. 

The report of the City Clerk, pre- 
viously published in The Times, was 
read and referred to the appropriate 
committees. 

An ordinance for the sewering of 
Wall street from Twelfth street to 
Pico street was passed unanimously 
on motion of Councilman Baker. - 

The report of the City Tax and Li- 
cense Collector, which has been pre- 
viously published in these columns, 
was read and referred to the Finance 
Committee, as was the report of the 
City Auditor to date of January 16. 

A.-report was received from the Chief 
of Police, stating that, in the petition 
Barnwell, the «matter had 
been investigated by Capt. Huston of 
the chain gang, who reports that the 
only way to repair the place com- 
plained of is to put in a box thirty 
feet long to carry off the water and 
stop the wash complained of. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

The following report of the City At- 
torney was presented and the recom- 
mendations adopted, filed or referred, 
the ordinance referred to in the first 
section being unanimously passed. 

“I have prepared and present here- 
with an ordinance for the opening of 
an alley from Sixth street to Seventh 
street, between Spring street and 
Broadway, and repealing ordinance No. 
4014. In ordinance No. 4014 the section 
relative to the Street Superintendent 
was, by an oversight, omitted. 

“In the matter of the suit of Cyrus 
C. Case et al. vs. the City et al., to 
quiet title, I recommend that a dis- 
claimer be filed with the reservations 
hereinafter set forth, as the city 
makes no other claims to this prop- 


erty, said property being described as 
follows: 


“1l.. The easterly 23 feet of lot 3, 
all of lot 4, and the westerly 20% feet 
of lot 5, block 18, of the O. W. Childs

“4. All of that land described as 
follows: Commencing at the southwest 
corner of the O. W. Childs tract. 
thence westerly along the southerly 
line of Twelfth street 50 feet, thence 
southerly 150 feet to the northerly line 
of an alley; thence easterly along said 
line to the westerly line of San Pedro 
Street, thence along San Pedro street 
to the place of beginning, excepting the 
easterly portion of said lot heretofore 
taken for the widening of San Pedro 
street. 

“5. Also commencing at a point in the 
southerly line of Twelfth street, as 
shown by a map of said tract, fifty feet 
west of San Pedro street, thence west- 
erly forty-five and eight-twelfths feet, 
thence southerly 150 feet to an alley, 
thence easterly forty-five and eight- 
twelfths feet, thence northerly to the 
place of beginning. 

“6. Also lot 8, block 17, of the O. W.

“In the matter of the suit of Susan 
Strohn vs. the City to quiet title to lot 
6, block G, of the Homestead tract of 
the Pioneer Building Association, I 
recommend that a disclaimer be filed, 
as the city makes no claim to, and has 
no interest in, this property. 

“In the matter of the suit of John G. 
McKinney vs. the City to quiet title to 
the following-described property: Com- 
mencing at the southeast corner of 
Sixth and Mesquite streets, thence 
along the east line of Mesquite street 
680 feet to the northwest corner of lot 
262 of the Wingerter tract, thence east- 
erly alogge the north line of lot 262 to 
the west line of the 240-foot strip of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Rail- 
road Company, thence along said strip 
to the south line of Sixth street, thence 
along Sixth street to the place of be- 
ginning, the city makes no claim to any 
of this land, and I would recommend 
that a disclaimer he filed. 

“In the matter of the petition of Mrs. 
R. A. Sturdy, I would recommend that 
the same be filed. 

“In the matter of the petition of I. 
W. Hellman, I find that the roads 
mentioned in the petition, and also 
the trees referred to therein, have been 
placed upon a portion of the land de- 
scribed by Mr. Hellman in his petition, 
as will appear from the map returned 
herewith and the letter from the City 
Engineer attached thereto, I would 
therefore recommend that the matter 
be referred to the Land Committee, 
with instructions to consult with Mr. 
Hellman’s attorneys and that a lease be 
prepared leasing the property for the 


| use of the park, at a nominal rental.” 


WATER OVERSEER’S REPORT. 

Water Overseer Casey had read a 
communication to the Council calling 
attention to the fact “that the National 
Ice Company has, without any permis- 
sion or authority that I can find, con- 
structed a flume or wooden pipe in the 
river-bed, beginning at the city dam 
just above the Macy-street bridge, for 
conveying water for their use.” . There 
appeared to be no record of the pay- 
ment of a monthly rental of $5 as orig- 
inally agreed with the city and the 
company was charged with exceeding 
the privileges once accorded. The mat- 
ter was referred to the Zanja Commit- 


tee 
COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


The report of the Supply Committee 
previously published in The Times, was 
unanimously adopted, carrying with 
it the approval by the Council of the 
bond of Harper, Reynolds & Co., who 
have the contract for furnishing the 
city with fire hose. Councilman Toll 
asked that the supplemental report of 
the § ly Committee go over until 
the afternoon session at 2 o’clock. 

The report of the Finance Commit- 
tee, carrying with it the approval of 
the original and supplemental bonds of 
Street Superintendent Drain, Treasurer 
Hartwell and Assessor Seamans, was 
received and adopted. The Sewer Com- 
mittee and the Board of Public Works 
also presented reports, which were 
adopted, or referred to committees. 

On motion of Councilman Blanchard, 
the contract and bond of C. Anderson 
and B. Chadsey for the erection of a 
band stand in East Los Angeles were 
approved. 

The appeal of Rushton and others in 
the matter of the improvements on 
Truman street, which had been set for 
hearing yesterday morning at 11 o’clock. 
was postponed for one week on motion 
of Councilman Blanchard. The other 
appeals set for hearing at the morning 
session also went, over until afternoon. 

FOR A CITY WATER SYSTEM. 

The following report was then pre- 
sented by the Water Supply Commit- 
tee, and was read by the clerk: 

“We, your Committee on Water Sup- 
ply, to whom was referred the follow- 
ing resolution: That the Water Com- 
mittee be instructed to confer with the 
City Engineer and report to Council 
as to the best procedure for acquiring 
a water plant to be owned by the city, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

“In view of the fact that the present 
contract or franchise with the Los An- 
geles City Water Company expires in 
July, 1898, the shortness of the time, 
considering the many questions neces- 
sarily involved, demands that your 
honorable body proceed with the‘ ut- 
most possible haste consistent with the 
importance of the undertaking, and 
to enable you to act with a full knowl- 
edge and thorough understanding of the 
matter, we believe that an approximate 
estimate of the cost of a complete water 
plant for the city of Los Angeles 
should be obtained: we therefore 
recommend that the City Engineer be 
instructed to prepare an approximate 
estimate of the cost of a complete 
waterworks for the entire city, using 
the Los Angeles River as the source of 
water supply, diverting the water 
therefrom at the points indicated in 
the report of City Engineer Dockweiler 
to the City Council, December 21, 1891, 
and present the same to the City Coun- 
cil at the earliest possible date. 

“We further recommend that your 
committee be authorized to draw such 
necessary requisitions as the City En- 
gineer may from time to time require 
during the progress of said work. 

“We would also recommend that this 
committee be empowered by your hon- 
orable body to take such action as may 
be deemed necessary to open negotia- 
tions with the Los Angeles City Water 
Company looking to the ultimate pur- 
chase of their plant, in the event it 
shall appear advantageous to purchase 
the same, in accordance with the ex- 
isting contract.” 

Councilman Grider at once moved to 
strike out the last section of the re- 
port, which recommended that nego- 
tiations be opened with the City Water 
Company, and Councilman Hutchin- 
son promptly seconded the motion. 
This motion was lost by a vote of 7 
to 2, Councilmen Grider and Hut- 
inson alone voting in the affirmative. 
The report of the Committee on Water 
Supply was then adopted, Hutchinson 
alone dissenting. 

The Concilman from the Eighth 
Ward then rose to ask if the commit- 
tee was to open negotiations with the 
water company first, or if the City En- 
gineer was to make his report, or both 
were to act contemporaneously. Coun- 
cilman Nickell thought the report was 
satisfactory as it stood and that it was 
necessary to find out in some way 
what Valuation the City Water Com- 
pany put on the plant. 

President Silver asked Councilman 
Nickell, who is chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Water Supply, what would 
be the probable expense on the part 
of the City Engineer in making his es- 
timates. 

“From $500 to $1000,"" answered Coun- 
cilman Nickell. 

“It was said that the passage of the 
Grider resolution, which_I for one voted 
against last week, implied the expen- 
diture of $25,000, and some persons said 
$30,000. That is the reason that I op- 
posed that resolution,” explained Presi- 
dent Silver. 
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MINOR BUSINESS. 
A number of motions, petitions peer 


published and other minor matters were 
then brought up and refered to the 
various committees. The bond of Chief 
of Police Glass, which had. been passed 
upon by the City Attorney, was. pre- 
sented and referred to the Finance 
Committee. A report was also re- 


ceived from the City Auditor, stating 
that the amounts reported to ave 
been paid into the city treasury by 


City Justice Owens, Clerk E. W. Kin- 
say, Clerk J. T. Chambers, City Clerk 
Lukenbach and Tax and License Col- 
lector Gish were correct. 

The ‘appeal of Forsyth and others 
was set for hearing on January 25, aft 
2 o'clock p.m. The petition of Louis 
Gottschalk was referred to the Finance 
Committee, and the petition of Eliza 
Griffin to the Board of Public Works. 

After some discussion, brought on 
by Councilman Hutchinson's demand 
for particulars, the petition of French 
and Reed for an extension of ninety 
days on their street-grading contract, 
which will expire January 20, was 
granted, Hutchinson dissenting. 

The following petitions were then re- 
ferred: W. H. Workman et al. to the 
Sewer Committee; J. Roberts to the 
Zanja Committee; Ralph W. Bailey to 
the Board of Public Works. 

The petition of Thomas Mear pray- 
ing for an extension of time on his 
sewering contract for ninety days was 
granted on motion of Councilman 
Nickell, after some lengthy objection 
on the part of Councilman Hutchinson, 
who was alone in his opposition. 
REPORT OF THE CITY ATTORNEY. 

The City Attorney then presented a 
supplemental report to that already 
filed earlier in the session. It was as 
follows: 

“In the matter of the demands re- 
ferred to me by your honorable board 
for examination, I would recommend: 

“That the demand of Joseph F. 
Chambers for $28 be approved, as the 
same is a just and proper demand on 
the treasury. 

“That the demand of W. W. Everett 
for salary as Police Court Clerk for 
the month of December be referred 
back to the Finance Committee, with 
instructions to reject the same. 

“That the balance of said demands 
be referred back to the Finance Com- 
mittee, with whom I,will confer at 
their next meeting. 

“In the matter of the petition of Mary 
E. Stilson, No. 59, I would report that 
the City Engineer requested several 
manths ago that all petitions for the 
establishment of grades of streets be 
referred to him to prepare ordinances, 
so he could keep an accurate record 
of all street improvements. 

“In accordance with your instruc- 
tions of December 31, prepared an 
amended contract with Anderson & 
Chadsey for the erection of the band- 
stand in Eastlake Park and delivered 
the same to the Building Committee. 

“In the matter of the suit of the 
Security Loan and Trust Company vs. 
the city, to quiet title to lot 4, block 3, 
of the Sanchez tract, I would recom- 
mend that a disclaimer be filed, as the 
city has no right or interest in said 
land.” 

DERBY APPOINTED. 

The matter of the appointment of a 
superintendent of the outfall sewer was 
then called up by Councilman Blanch- 
ard, who nominated C. F. Derby, the 
incumbent. Councilman Nickell moved 
to amend that motion by referring the 
nomination to the Sewer Committee, 
but he was opposed by Councilman Toll 
and others, and his motion failed to 
carry. Councilman Ashman then nom- 
inated Charles W. Hetz for superin- 
tendent of the outfall sewer. Council- 
men Baker, Blanchard, Mathuss, Toll 
and President Silver voted for Derby, 
Councilmen Ashman, Grider and Hutch- 
inson for Hetz, Nickell being excused 
from voting at his request by unani- 
mous consent. 

MOTIONS INTRODUCED. 

The following motions were then in- 
troduced: 

Ashman, that the proceedings in the 
matter of sidewalking East Second 
street from Alameda street to Santa Fé 
avenue be abandoned. Adopted. Also, 
that the City Water Company be re- 
quested to place a four-inch pipe on 
Willow street. Referred to the Water 
Committee. 

Nickell, that the Street Superintend- 
ent be directed to cut a ditch on Al- 
hambra avenue, between Mission road 
and Johnson street for drainage pur- 
poses. Referred to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. Also, that the City Water 
Company be notified to extend their 
four-inch water main about four blocks 
on North Pritchard street.. Adopted. 
Also, ‘that the Street Superintendent 
notify the Santa Fé Railroad Company 
to pave between their tracks at their 
intersection” with Truman street. 


Adopted. Also, that the Street Super- 
intendent clean the Hamilton-street 
gutters. Referred to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 

Baker moved that the necessary re- 
pairs of the Adobe-street bridge be re- 
ferred to the Bridge Committee and 
City Engineer to estimate cost of re- 
pairs, and also cost of filling the ravine 
to take the place of the bridge. Adopted. 
Also, that the Street Superintendent be 
instructed to repair crosswalks at 
Buena Vista and College streets. 

Grider moved that the Street Super- 
intendent be ‘instructed to fill up the 
tole at Central avenue and Twelfth 
street. Adopted. Also, that the Street 
Superintendent arrange outlet for 
storm water at Twenty-ninth street and 
Paloma avenue. Referred to Board of 
Public Works. 

The Council then adjourned until 2 
o'clock. 


Afternoon Session. 


At 2 o’clock the Council reassembled, 
all members being present. Councilman 
Nickell moved that the vote by which 
the petition of French & Reed was 
granted, allowing them ninety days’ ex- 
tension of their contract, be reconsid- 
ered, and that they be given thirty 
days’ additional time to complete their 
contract. 

The report of City Justice Morrison, 
stating that Police Court Clerk W. W. 
Everett had absented himself withoat 
leave for more than two weeks, was 
read, and the name of W. W. Stockwell 
was submitted in his place. The ap- 
pointment, having been approved by 
the Mayor, met with no opposition at 
the hands of the Council. 

That portion of the City Clerk’s re- 
port which had been referred to the 
Street Committee at the morning ses- 
sion was again brought to the Council’s 
attention with the committee’s report. 

As the time for appeals and protests 
in the matter of the Walli-street im- 
provements had expired January i2, it 
was recOmmended that the final order 
be now made by the Council, and such 
action was taken by the passage of the 
urual ordinance in such cases. 

DOWNFALL OF THE “TOTEM.” 

The Supply Committee then presented 
its report on the petition of Fred L. 
Alles of the Los Angeles Printing Com- 
pany. asking that the Ashman resolu- 
ticn to-the effect that all city printing 
bear tne Typographical Union label, be 
rescinded. A long debate followed, in 
which representatives of both sides 
participated. (This report is given in 
full elsewhere in these columns.) 

On the final vote, which was taken 
after a debate eee one hour and 
a half, Councilmen Baker, Blanchard, 
Mathuss, Toll, Nickell and President 
Silver voted to rescind the resolution of 
the previous Council by adopting the 
Supply Committee's report, while Coun- 
cilman Ashman, Grider and Hutchin- 
son voted against the report. 

APPEALS ON STREET WORK. 

The hearing of the appeal in the 
matter of the improvements on First 
street, between Pearl street and Beau- 
avenue, was deferred for one 
week. J. F. Kitchen appeared in sup- 
port of his protest against the accep- 
tance of Contractor Riley's work, and | 


complained that the work was. in- 
complete, and did not comply with the 
svecifications and all of the property 
Was not assessed. On motion of Coun- 
cilman Nickell the hearing of Kitchen’s 
appeal was postponed for one week, 
and was referred top the Board of Pub- 
lic Works for a special report. 

Tie cré'nance prepared fo prohibit 
the boring of oil wells in the vicinity 
of public parks was deferred for one 
week, as was the hearing of the ques- 
tion of the street railway franchise for 
Mateo street and Santa Fé avenue. 

Two ordinances were ag on the 
recommendation of the City Engineer, 
establishing the grade of streets, the 
firat on Twenty-ninth street from Cen- 
tral avenue to Naomi street, the other 
on Hill street. between Rock <-street 
and Bellevue avenue. 

BOARD OF HEALTH ELECTION. 

The Mayor’s nomination of Drs. Col- 
burn, Cowles, Moore and Salisbury to 
serve as ¢ Board of Health was 
brought up as special order of busi- 
ness, brought over from the preceding 
week. Councilman Toll at once raised 
the point that the charter provided 
that the Council should elect these 
oficers. This Was an easy way of solv- 
ing the controversy, which had broken 
out between the Mayor and the ma- 
loritv of the Council aided and 
abetted by Councilman Hutchinson. 
The latter member had suggested to 
Councilman Toll at the morning ses- 
sion that confirmation of the Mayor's 
appointees should go over until after- 
nuon, tut it was known that he re- 
ceived little encouragement from the 
Republican members ‘ keep up the 
fight on the Mayor. 

When the nominations were made in 
the Council, no other names were pre- 
sented than those of Mayor Snyder's 
appointees, and Councilman Hutchin- 
son trailed along in the wake of the 
crowd in the hope of escaping notice. 
The four candidates were therefore 
elected unanimously, not even Hutch- 
inson dissenting. 

A petition was presented from J. 8S. 
Megrill. calling the attention of the 
Council to a nuisance maintained be- 
tween First and Second streets in 
Boyle Heights by the stopping of the 
natura! flow of water, and the crea- 
tion of a pond of stagnant water. 

Petitions were also received from 8. 
W. Carver to have the grade estab- 
lished on Railroad avenue from Morn- 
ing avenue to Floral street, and from 
property-owners in the vicinity to have 
an arc light maintained at the inter- 
section of North Main and Elmira 
streets. All of these petitions were 
referred to the proper committees. 

The Council then adjourned to meet 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon, when the 
protests against the acceptance of 
the Main street paving contract will 
be given a hearing. 


{AT THE COURT HOUSE, 


TEMPORARY INSANITY. 


-- — 


WILL BE THE PLEA OF WIFE-MUR- 
DERER BARTHELMAN. 


Beginning of the Trial in Depart- 
ment One—Ten Jurors Selected 
Yesterday — Every Precaution 
Taken with the Panel—Barthel- 
man’s Stolid Demeanor, 


Judge Smith’s court was crowded 
yesterday with people anxious to catch 
every detail of the trial of John F. 
Barthelman for the murder of his 
pretty young wife. 

It is well understood that the de- 
fense will set up the plea of tem- 
porary insanity at the time of the mur- 
der as an excuse for what has every 
appearance of ome of the most cold- 
blooded erimes on record. It is even 
predicted by the experienced loungers 
about the court, wise as to juries and 
learned in the ways of crime, that 
Barthelman will win out on this show- 
ing, but only the future can reveal 
whether or not the guess is correct. 

At all events, every preparation for 
winning the battle is made by the 
attorneys on both sides. It goes with- 
out saying that the veteran prosecu- 
tor, C. C. McComas, represents. the 
people. Frank A. Davis and Le 
Compte Davis have taken up the 
cudgels for the defendant. The case 
was called’ at 2 o’clock p.m., and the 
entire afternoon was taken up in se- 
lecting the jury.

As a preliminary, 
briefly stated the crime of which 
Barthelman owas guilty, and moved 
that, as the plea of temporary insan- 
ity had been set up at the preliminary 
examination, a jury be impaneled to 
decide upon the present sanity of the 
defendant, in case the court had any 
doubts as, to that point. The court 
tersely replied that it had no doubts 
whatever concerning the present poise 
of Farthelman’s mental equipment, and 
that it proposed to proceed with his 
trial on the charge of murder as soon 
as the jury could be impaneled. 
This matter was a work of time. 
Each and every juror was put through 
a rigid examination by the attorneys 
on both sides, as to his prejudices, 
place of residence, previous knowledge 
of the case, and acquaintance with 
the lawyers onthe other side. The 
afternoon wore away and the court 
prolonged the session for some min- 
utes after the usual hour for adjourn- 
ment, but so close had been the ques- 
tioning and so severe the challenges, 
that only ten jurors had been selected 
and approved by both sides when the 
court adjourned. These are: James H.

On the evening of November 3, Mrs. 
Barthelman left the store as usual 
and boarded a Second-street car with 
a friend, Miss Lord. Barthelman got 
on the same car, and rode out to Em- 
erald avenue, where the two women 
alighted. Barthelman followed and 
joined them, when he abruptly de- 
manded of Mrs. Barthelman the cus- 
tody of their child. She refused, and 
a hot argument was carried on until 
they reached a dark place near the 
corner of Brook street, when Barthe!- 
man suddenly whipped out a revolver 
and began firing at his wife. 

The first ball struck just above the 
right eye, and lodged in the brain.

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A CHILD OF THE LAW, 


Within the grimy walis of San Fran- 
cisco’s ancient jail, reeking with foul 
odors that have been accumulating fo1 
nearly half a century and surrounded 
by the noisome atmosphere of the 
Latin Quarter, prattles a bright-eyed 
little girl nearly 4 years old. She is 
the daughter of a worthless woman 
named Worthington, wno first broke 
her marriage vow and then murdered 
her recreant lover because he declined 
to continue an intimacy which had 
grown distasteful to him. The crime 
occurred over three years ago, but, un- 
der the dilatory circumstances attend- 
ing criminal prosecutions in this State, 
the murderess has been‘ kept out of 
the penitentiary by writs of error and 
motions for new trials until a few days 
ago, when she was sent to San Quentin 
for a term of twenty-five years. 

What to do with the little girl none 
can tell. She cannot be sent with her 
mother to San Quentin, because the 
ehild has committed no crime, and the 
State cannot be burdened with her 
care. The orphan asylums will not 
take her because she is not an orphan, 
in the first .place, and because, sec- 
ondly, she has no one to pay for her 
maintenance. And so the bright-faced 
child, from day to day, plays about 
the corridors of that crime-reeking old 
jail, and her merry laughter breaks in 
upon the ribald jests of the thief and 
the angry growl of the condemned 
murderer. We are told that California 
contains benevolent people. Of that 
there can be no reasonable doubt. 
There are free baths for the poor of 
San Francisco, donated by James Lick; 
there are scores of charities that, in 

~ days gone by, have been aided by 
James C. Flood, William S. O’Brien, 
Peter Donahue and the late George W. 
Gibbs, and even in our own city a 
magnificent park has been given as a 
recreation ground for the poor by a 
man who, but a few short years ago, 
was a struggling journalist. Among 
all the benevolent men and women be- 
tween the Sierras and the sea, is there 
not one to come forward and rescue 
this child from an atmosphere of crime 
and a reeking stench of shame? Truly 
spoke the handsome-faced Mariposa 
boy, the gifted “Dion" who “should 
have died hereafter,’ when he wrote: 
“No wonder the heart should fail 

And the heavenly purpose fade; 

No wonder the cheek grows pale 

Where none stand ready to aid. 

No wonder the lairs and kennels of hell 

So many poor victims should hold, 

When ae good are content to worship their 


And the righteous to worship their gold.” 

There are scores of good and benevo- 
lent in this State who would willingly 
take that child and care for her, if she 
were a boy instead of a girl. A boy 
could be sent out in the country and 
put to work on a farm, and, by being 
kept in ignorance of his criminal par- 
entage, could be brought up io habits 
of usefulness and industry. But with 
a girl, and more especially a pretty 
one, the good and benevolent are dis- 
posed to be chary and cautions. 
Beauty is. often a fatal gift, even with 
the most virtuous and upright environ- 
ments. What if, when this girl had 
grown to maturity amid worthy and 
merciful surroundings, her degraded 
mother should emerge from the gates 
of San Quentin and claim her as her 
own, that she might traffic on her 
beauty and barter her soul for a lech- 
er's gold? These are conditions which 


— 
would suggest themselves at once, 
even to the purest-minded and most 
benevolent of men and women, and 
which they do not care to face. 
Meanwhile, the justice of mankind 
halts halfway in its mission, and an 
innocent child breathes an atmos- 
phere laden with crime just because 
the law had never yet contemplated a 
condition similar to hers; and so she 
remains a child of the State, a ward 
of its offended laws. 


FOULLY SLANDERED. 


A dispatch comes from Kingfisher, 
Okla., which is highly important if 
true, and there is no good reason to 
doubt that it is true. Gov. Seay in- 
dignantly denies the recently-published 
statement that he had withdrawn from 
the race for reappointment to the of- 
fice of Governor of Oklahoma. Gov. 
Seay not only denies the allegation, but 
chivalrously and vehemently defies the 
allegator. 

It seems that the Governor has been 
ill for some ten days past, and during 
that time the cruel report that he had 
withdrawn from the race was circu- 
lated. It certainly “goes without say- 
ing” that this was a mean and sneak- 
ing advantage to take over a sick man. 
That this wretched subterfuge will re- 
act with crushing force upon its in- 
ventor or inventors, there can be no 
reasonable doubt. To doubt it would 
be to question the eternal equities, and 
to deny the fitness of things. 

The source of this miserable and pal- 
pably-false report is not far to seek. 

That “an enemy hath done this” is 
more.than obvious. It is as plain as 
day that some Oklahoma. patriot is 
camping on the trail and laying for 
the scalp of His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of Oklahoma. It may be, and in 
fact it is highly probable. that more 
than one Oklahoma patriot is after the 
Governor's scalp—and his office. It 
would really be no great surprise to 
learn that the whole adult male popu- 
lation of Oklahoma are either on a 
still hunt for the Governor's job, or 
have entered into the too-evident con- 
spiracy to down him. 

But Gov. Seay is a stayer. Fortu- 
nately, he is convalescent, and he an- 
nounces, concisely, but significantly, 
that he “will be up in a few days and 
will then engage in an active and ag- 
gressive campaign.’ He further ‘“‘de- 
sires it to be understood that he is in 

the fight to the end.” 

Just how far the announcement that 
Gov. Seay was out of the race con- 
tributed ta his recovery from a sick 
bed will perhaps never be definitely 
known. But it is evident that this an- 
nouncement played a not unimportant 
part in his sudden recovery. At all 
events, he is virtually on his feét once 
more, and ready for the fray. He has 
nailed the black flag to his mast-head. 
Somebody—and in fact. everybody— 

will have to stand from under. He 
proposes to have that office or die in 
the attempt. 


THE "OHIO ICICLE.” 

People who do not like Senator 
Sherman are objecting to his appoint- 
ment to a place in the Cabinet. They 
say he is cold and wanting in mag- 
netism. That is a very insignificant 
matter compared with a proper knowl- 
edge of his official duties and a desire 
to serve the country fairly and hon- 
estly. The duties of prime minister of 
so large a country as this do not nec- 
essarily demand the presence of one 
who is “hail, fellow, well met,” with 
every man who has money enough to 
buy him a railroad ticket to Wash- 
ington. Here is a clever sentiment in 
verse touching upon this alleged cold- 
storage quality in Mr. Sherman. It 
was published at the time he was a 
candidate for the Presidential nomina- 
tion of 1880. It refers to him as an 
icicle, and is entitled 

“JOE'S OPINION.”

A WRONG RIGHTED. 


The City Council, by a vote of 6 to 
3, yesterday rescinded the obnox- 
ious resolution adopted by the preced- 
ing Council, requiring all city printing 
to bear thevstamp or “totem’’ of the 
Typographical Union. resolution 
was originally introduced by Council- 
man Ashman of the Seventh Ward, and 
was adopted in servile obedience to the 
offensive, insolent and illegal demands 
of a small clique of self-styled “labor 
leaders,”’ who pose in the name of a pro- 
scriptive organization which does not 
represent the interests of the true la-. 
boring men of Los Angeles. 

It is, however, of ‘no consequence 
whether those who demanded the adop- 
tion of the resolution in question repre- 
sented laboring men, professional men, 
merchants, or any other class of cit- 
izens. The Council has no right, either 
moral or legal, to take cognizance of 
one class or another in the enactment 
of municipal lawsand regulations. Its 
legislation must be for all the people, 
and for no particular class. This prop- 
osition is so self-evident that it should 
need no emphasis. The majority of the 
new Council has shown its indepen- 
dence, courage, sense of justice, equity 
and right by taking the proper view of 
the proposition. 

The vote by which the Ashman reso- 
lution was rescinded in the Council yes- 
terday was as follows: 

For rescinding—Nickell, Baker, Math- 
uss, Silver, Toll, Blanchard. 

Against rescinding—Ashman, Grider, 

Hutchinson. 
_ Thus, by a decisive vote, this regula- 
tion which was a standing disgrace to 
Los Angeles, and a wrong to its cit- 
izens, has been expunged. The action 
taken yesterday was in accordance 
with the plain duty of the Council, and 
the resolution to rescind: should have 
been adopted without a dissenting vote, 
No other logical and right course was 
before the Council. Justice, common 
sense, and a decent regard for the re- 
quirements of law alike demanded that 
the illogical and indefensible position 
assumed by the preceding Council 
should be abandoned. The law had 
been interpreted by the city’s legal ad- 
viser, and every Councilman knew that 
the resolution and the course of action 
which it prescribed was illegal. Re- 
cession, therefore, was not a mere mat- 
ter of expediency. It was an impera- 
tive duty. 

It is to be hoped that the existing 
City Council will make no blunders of 
the sort committed by its prédecessor, 
nor lend itself to unworthy and illegal 
schemes of any kind. The members of 
that body are charged with important 
duties and responsibilities, for the 
faithful discharge of which they’ are 
holden to the people of this municipal- 
ity, not to the memberg of any partic- 
ular organization or class of citizens. 
They should know no individuals, as- 
sociations or classes in “the work in- 
trusted to them. . Their supreme incen- 
tive should be the good of the people at 
large, and their controlling aim should 
be to subserve that good in the fullest 
degree and to the best of their ability. 
If each member of the Council will 
keep this plain and simple purpose in 
view, the course of duty will always be 
cleamio him, and we shall have no more 
such foolishness as the Ashman resolu- 
tion. 

The new Council has begun. weil. 


VICIOUS CLASS LEGISLATION, 


The Legislature should defeat at all 
hazards the bill or bills: which Labor 
Commissioner Fitzgerald has prepared 
providing for the establishment of em- 
ployment bureaus in San Francisco and 
elsewhere. The proposed legislation 
should be defeated for several specific 
reasons, any one of which is sufficient. 

To begin with, the measure would 
be class legislation of a pronounced 
kind. The proposition is to establish 
these employment bureaus under. the 
auspices of the labor unions. These or- 
ganizations, as is well known, are clan- 
nish, exclusive and supremely selfish. If 
the proposed legislation were to become 
the law of the State, it would place in 
the hands of the leaders of these organ- 
izations a power which they would un- 
hesitatingly use to the disadvantage of 
all laboring men not belonging to their 
unions. Whatever benefit: and ad- 
vantages might accrue would thus be 
diverted to the benefit of a body of 
men few in number and insignificant as 
compared to the great body of work- 
ingmen. 

The proposed legislation would be an 
iniury to laboring men as a whole. It 
would set up a@ narrow monopoly for 
the benefit of a class, at the expense of 
the great mass of men who toil. It 
would make the State a party to this 
uniust. unreasonable and pernicious 
partnership. 

From the foregoing, the gross injus- 
tice of Fitzgerald's pet scheme is glar- 
ingly apparent. It is unjust to the 
great body of laboring men, who can 
be excluded under its provisions, from 
any benefits that might be derived from 
its operation. It is unjust to the tax- 
payers of the State, who will be called 
upon to pay the expenses of maintain- 
ing the proposed employment bureaus. 
It is an injustice and a wrong to the 
State of California; for the functions 
of the commonwealth would be de- 
graded, diverted, and misdirected. It is 
the province of the State to consider 
the welfare of all its citizens, and to 
take cognizance of the demands of no 
particular class. The proposed legisla- 
tion is therefore vicious and wrong in 
principle as well as grossly unjust. 

The State government of the State of 
California should be administered for 
the benefit of the people of the State 
of California. It is, in theory at least, a 
government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people of this common- 
wealth; not a government of the labor 
unions by the labor unions, and for the 
labor unions. This is a distinction with 
a well-defined and important difference. 
The lawmakers of the State will be ex- 
pected by her people to recognize this 
vital distinction and to govern their 
action accordingly. 


The little port of Eureka, on Hum-

fleet cngaged in the Humboldt trade 
for 1896 consisted of seventy-six ve3- 
sels, with a total of 396,587 tons. There 


were fourteen vessels in port on the 
opening day of this year. ; 
Capt. Charles Thorn, who died in 


Alameda on Friday, was a pioneer of 
1850, born near Brookhaven, From 
1851 to 1863 he commanded steaTer 
plying between San Francisco an 

Alviso. In that year he commanded 
the Chrysopolis, then the largest boat 
in Pacific waters, in the Sacramento 
trade. From 1872 to 1874 he ran the 
Olympia, Pelican and William Taber 
to Humboldt Bay; and from 1878 to 
1881 his efforts were expended in the 
steamers California and other vessels 
plying between Portland and Sitka. He 
was neerly 81 years of age, and one 
of the most genial men that ever 
lived. His son, Capt. Stephen Thorn, 
at one time commanded steamers on 
sedge River, but is many years 
ead. 


Roe, the Napa murderer, 
queathed his body to the jail surgeons 
for dissection, as he was satisfied there 
was always something wrong with 
him. There was a good deal wrong 
with Roe. His errors were those of 
head and heart alike, for his head did 
not seem to be able to teach him that 
honest labor is the easiest way to get 
a living, and as for his heart, it was 
blacker than a negro’s face, and dead 
to every human impulse. Yes, there 
was always something wrong with Roe, 
and that something was generally of 
his own doing. 


The Tennessee Legislature has just 
passed a law requifing all contestants 
for the office of Governor in that State 
to give bonds in $25,000 in case the 
courts or the Legislature decide against 
them. As the Republican candidate 
who was counted out there in Novem- 
ber is & poor man, there is but little 
chance of his making any contest. So 
goes on the battle in that State, and 
some of these days the old Bourbon 
Democracy of Tennessee will find 
themselves beaten hopelessly. And 
then they will wish they had “toted 
fair.”

LOS ANGELES THEATER. The 
beautiful music and delicious fooling of 
Millocker’s opera, “The Black Hussar,” 
was given a fine presentation at this 
theater last night to an audience that 


Gave the singers the gladest of glad 
hands. 


The tuneful quality abounds in all of 
this composer's creations to an eminent 
degree, and in none of them has he 
done better score work than in this 
one, in which he exploits the doings 
of the masquerading soldier Von Hel- 
bert. The piece is replete with stirring 
numbers, the choruses being especially 
strong, and they were given last night 
in a stirring way. The grand finale of 
act two, led by Mr. Dunbar, who as- 
sumed the title role, was presented 
with such splendid force and decision 
that the house rang with applause. 

The Grau company improves on ac- 
quaintance. Mr. Dunbar sang last 
night in a most charming way. In his 
first appeararee in the disguise of an 
army chaplain he sang the beautiful 
solo with a sweetness of expression 
and a fervor of pious seeming that was 
most delightful.

Miss Carle’s unctuous personality is 
finely adapted to the role of Rossetta 
Hackenback’s plump. and pleasing 
daughter with the dusky eyes, and she 
achieved her usual big success, al- 
though she, too, did not refrain from 
inconsistent interpolations. 

Stanley Felch did great things last 
night as Hackenback.

On His Third Trial.

Alaska Packers Pool. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18.—An im- 
portant pooling arrangement has been 
brought about between the Alaska 
Packers’ Association and the Alaska 
Improvement Company that will ma- 
terially affect the salmon industry in 
the northern waters and the price of 
canned salmon in this country next 
geason. 

The details of the pooling agreement 
which will effectually relieve the Alaska 
Packers’ Association of all competi- 
tion in both the fishing and marketing 
of the product of the Alaska canneries 
were adjusted a few days ago by 
President H. F. Fortman on behalf of 
the Alaska Packers’ Association and 
Manager Barling of the Improvement 
Company. The agreement does not af- 
fect last season’s catch, which is being 
handled by the two rival organizations 
the same as in past years. It will rev- 
olutionize things during the coming 
season, however, for under the terms 
of the agreement the entire product of 
all the Alaska canneries will be put in 
a pool and marketed by the Alaska 
Packers’ Association at prices which, 
eliminating. existing competition, are 
expected to greatly exceed the prices 
now in vogue. 


Another Arbitration Treaty. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—The Standard’s 
Vienna dispatch says: An _ inspired 
Paris correspondent of the Politische 
Correspondenz learns that France is 
meditating the negotiation of a treaty 
of arbitration with the United States 
similar to the Anglo-American treaty.

STRIKE IN COLORADO. 


Governor Still Striving to Effect @ 
Settlement. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) | 

_LEADVILLE (Colo.,) Jan. 18.—Gov. 
Adams has not spent four days here 
ascertaining the true inwardness of 
the labor situation and today brought 
the leaders on both sides together and 
secured from them written propositions 
for a settlement of their differences, 
bue they were so far apart that they 
were rejected, and while negotiations 
are still in progress, there is little pros- 
pect of an amicable adjustment being 
reached. After his conference with the 
managers, the Governor sent for Presi- 
dent Boyce and E. V. Debs, and for 
two hours the Executive Committee 
of the managers and the Governor dis- 
cussed the situation with them, this 
being the first time since the Governor's 
arrival that representatives of the op- 
posing organizations have been brought 
together. 

At this hour (1 a.m., Tuesday,) Gov. 
Adams is still working to bring about 
a settlement. The mine managers have 
submitted their ultimatum, which is 
merely a supplement to the proposition 
made this afternoon, and agrees to 
raise the wages of trammers, pump- 
men, engineers and blacksmiths 50° per 
cent. per day when silver advances. 

The representatives -of the miners 
have all night been urging arbitration 
whenever occasion offered, but this 
is said to be certain of rejection by 
the managers, who cannot forget that 
arbitration was refused when they 
gusge ted it last summer. 


BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


National Authorities Taking Steps 
to Guard Against It. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The great 
epidemic of the bubonic plague in Bom-»# 
bay has impelled the authorities of the 
Marine Hospital Service to take steps 
to secure the utmost possible vigilance 
by all officials of the United States to 
prevent its introduction into this coun- 
try, although no fears are felt at pres- 
ent. Today Surgeon-General Wyma 
of the Marine Hospital Bureau, afte 
consultation with Secretary Carlisle, 
issued a cvircular calling the attention 
of United States consular officers, mas- 
ters and owners of vessels, collectors 
of customs, national, State and local 
quarantine officers and others to the 
United States quarantine regulations, 
to prevent the spread of epidemics.

JOHN LEE AFTER THE SCHIAPPA 
PIETRA MILLIONS. 


Through His Attorney He Files a 
Petition to Revoke the Alleged 
Will of the Dead Millionaire. 


MAKES A CHARGE OF FORGERY. 


SAYS LEOPOLDO IS IX FRAUDULENT 
POSSESSION. 


Remarkable Claim of a Prisoner in 
the County Jail to an Immense 
Amount of Property in Ven- 
tura County.. 


John Lee, now a trusty in the County 
Jail awaiting trial on a charge of crim- 
inal assault, is a claimant to the vast 
fortune left by Antonio Schiappa Pie- 
tra, the Italian rancher and capitalist 

of Ventura. 

Lee flatly charges Leopoldo Schiappa 
Pietra, the dead man’s brother, and 
sole legatee, with fraudulently obtain- 
ing possession of the fortune by forging 
a will purporting to have. been made 
by Antonio Schiappa Pietra. hrough 
his attorney, Hon. Frank F. Davis of 
this city, Lee filed in the Superior Court 
of Ventura county yesterday a petition 
to revoke probate of the will of Antonio 
Schiappa Pietra. In the petition Lee’s 
mame is given as Michael Antonio Or- 
tega, his baptismal name. 

Antonio, the alleged father of the 
prisoner Lee, went to his native land

The petition filed yesterday at Ven- 
tura sets forth the facts concerning 
Antonio’s death and.asserts that Mich- 
ael Antonio Ortega,. the prisoner Lee, 
is a son, and the ogly surviving child 
and an heir-at-law of the deceased. He 
also states that he believes and alleges 
that said paper writing, to-wit, the 
will, is not the last will and testament 
of the said deceased, but that it is a 
forged instrument, and was made by 
and under the direction of Leopoldo 
Schiappa Pietra, and that the signaiure 
appended thereto is not the. true and 
genuine signature of Antonio, but that 
the same was falsely’ and fraudulently 
forged, attached and written to the will 
by and under the direction of Leopoldo 
Schiappa Pietra, and the body of said 
will is not in the handwriting of An- 
tonio. 

In summing up the petitioner. asks 
that the order of probate be set aside; 
that the letters testamentary heretofore 
issued to Leopoldo be revoked and that 
the petitioner or some other competent 
and suitable person by him nominated 
be appointed administrator of the 
estate.

THE CITY SCHOOL FUND. 


Rumor That Teachers Must Discount 
Thetr Warrants Diseredited. 


An evening paper is authority for 
the statement that the High Schoo) 
and kindergarten funds are exhausted 
and that the teachers in those depart- 
ments are compelled to discount their 
Warrants to get their money. 

The reasons given for the stated corn 
dition of affairs are that the city taxes 
have not come in as rapidly as usual 
this year, and that the levy is insuffi- 
cient. 

Dr. Mathis, the president of the 
Board of Education, said last night: 

“Should it be a fact that the city 
school fund is exhausted, and I have no 
reason to suppose that it is. it can be 
accounied for only on the supposition 
that some of the salaries of the pri- 
mary and grammar-grade teachers 
have been drawn from that fund in- 
stead of the county and State fund. 
I am satistied that it could have been 
exhausted in no other manner, as there 
are only about eighty teachers who 
have a right to,be paid from that 
fund.’ 

Dr. Mathis further said that the last 
time he had looked into the matter of 
the city school fund, it had been rep- 
resented to him to be in excellent shape 
and fully sufficient to pay the salaries 
of the High School and kindergarten 
teachers until the second half of the 
city taxes comes in, which is in May 
and June. ‘

TES WORK REVIEWED 


MERCHANTS’ AND MANUFAC- 
TURERS’ ASSOCIATION MEETS. 


Annual Reports Presented by Presi- 
dent Frank and Secretary Knight 
for the Past Year. 


WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED 


ENTERPRISES PROMOTED AND 
NEEDED REFORMS EFFECTED. 


Directors Elected for the Coming 
Year—George H.Stewart Indorsed 
for State Librarian—Home 
Products Exhibition. 


The annual meeting of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association was 
held last evening. Reports were read 
by President H. W. Frank and Secre- 
tary W. H. Knight, and the result of 
the election of directors held yesterday 
afternoon was announced. The asso- 
ciation is in prosperous condition, and 
has made a handsome gain in member- 
ship since its organization in June, 1896. 
At that time the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion and the Manufacturers’ Association 
united, forming the present body. The 
meeting was called to order by Presi- 
dent Frank, who read the following 
report, covering the work of the Mer- 
chants’ Association as well as of its 
successor during the year of 1895. 

PRESIDENT FRANK’S REPORT. 

“This is the first annual meeting of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. The Merchants’ Association 
held its third annual meeting a year 
ago with 143 members and eleven direct- 
ors. Believing that a new and vigorous 
policy should be pursued if we hoped 
to maintain the organization and en- 
large its usefulness, the dues were in- 
creased from $1.50 per quarter to $1 
per month, and a secretary engaged 
who could give his entire services to the 
association. 

“In May preliminary steps were taken 
toward forming a union with the Manu- 
facturers’ Association, which had been 
in existence about a year, and, as its 
name implies, embraced the manufac- 
turing interests of the city. In June 
the union was effected under the name 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, and the direciorship, in- 
creased to fifteen members. The manu- 
facturers also brought fifty-three new 
members into the united organization. 


creased by a net accession of sixty- 
seven persons, making the total mem- 
bership at the present time 263. 

‘‘Many public interests have occupied 
the attention of the association during 
the past year. In January a successful 
move was made against a blockade of 
the sidewalks by idle persons on the 
corners of First street at the Main and 
Los Angeles crossings. 

“The pressing’ need of additional ac- 
-commodations at the Postoffice was 
brought to-the attention of the associa- 
tion in February, and letters addressed 
to our California delegation in Con- 
gress and to the postal authorities at 
Washington were promptly responded 
to and remedial measures were adopted 
by the Postal Department. 

‘During the same month the associa- 
tion accepted gn _ invitation to visit 
Phoenix, Ariz., and participate in their 
carnival. A delegation consisting of 
seventy-five .members made the excur- 
sion and had a very jolly time, and 
made many pleasant acquaintances 
and business friends. 

“The month of March was made 
memorable by a sturdy attempt to re- 
vise the hack ordinance, which, after a 
prolonged struggle (in which the Coun- 
cil and the Board of Public Works al- 
ternately shifted the responsibility of 
the evils sought to be remedied back 
and forth repeatedly.) was accom- 
plished, and a means of relief secured. 

“A well-attended meeting in the 
month of March was addressed by a 
number of prominent citizens on the 
subject of reform in assessing and col- 
lecting taxes, with special reference 
. to consolidating the city and county 
offices, and bringing about a more 
economical administration of public 
affairs. We have reason to expect 
remedial legislation to that end from 
our representation in the Legislature. 

“The Torrey Bankruptcy Billand the 
Torrens land transfer system engaged 
the attention of the association in 
April, and Mr. Bulla, who favored the 
latter, has been sent to the State Sen- 
ate, and will introduce a bill having 
that object in view. 

“By the death of C. W. R. Ford, a 
prominent citizen and conspicuous busi- 
ness man, the association lost one of 
its valuable and highly-esteemed mem- 
bers, and appropriate resolutions were 
adopted. 

“The subject of inadequate fire equip- 
ment having been brought to the at- 
tention of the directors, the matter was 
investigated by a committee appointed 
for the purpose; the Fire Commission- 
ers were visited, and the recommenda- 
tions that the fire department be better 


ie equipped with hose, ladders, hydrants, 


ete., have since been favorably acted 


upqgn. 

“In Julv we took possession of our 
present pleasant ouarters, and on the 
*lst of that month we celebrated the 
newly-formed union of the merchants 
and manufacturers bv a very larrely- 
attended reception.

“A especial meeting was held Julv 24 
to afford an opvortunity for members 
to meet and confer with Javanese Com- 
missioners Nemoto and Kusakado in 
reference to the establishment of a line 
of steamers from San Diego to Japan. 

“On a subseauent evening, August 5, 
the officials of the proposed Javan 
steamship line were formally received 
and entertained at our rooms. These 
consisted of President Asano. his asso- 
ciates, Okawa and Tomioko, and 
Messrs. Morse, Butler and Rush accom- 
nanvinge the party, together with a 
deleeation from the city of San Diego. 

“On a subsequent evening, August 
29. the officers of another Japan steam- 
shin line. consisting of Iwanaga and 
Kafuka, were accorded a pleasant re- 
ception at our rooms. The former made 
an eloquent speech in his own lan- 
guage, which was highlv appreciated on 
account of the vigor with which it was 
uttered. 

“There is now something more than 
a probability that an American steam- ;

Mr. Potter of Chicago, to connect 
Southern California with Japan and 
China via the Hawalian Islands. 

“On the evening of Iwanaga’s recep- 
tion Bishop Thomas Taylor of Utah 
presented a plan fvr interesting the 
necessary capital for the construction 
of a railway from Los Angeles to Salt 
Lake City. A special committee was 
appointed to take the matter into con- 
Sideration, several sessions were 
held, but a satisfactory arrangement 
was not concluded with Mr. Taylor. 

“The matter, however, did not rest 
there, but was taken up by one of our 
esteemed members, G. J. Griffith, who 


| has since distinguished himself by do- 


nating Griffith Park to the city. Mr. 
Griffith visited Utah for the purpose of 
making an inspection of Mr. Taylor's 
claims and properties. On his return 
he reported to the association the re- 
sult of his investigations, which were 
favorable to the further prosecution of 
this subject of building a Salt Lake 
railway. 

“At our September meeting the sub- 
ject of a local exhibition of home prod- 
ucts was broached, and a committee ap- 
pointed to formulate a plan for holding 
such an exhibition, subsequently made 
a favorable report, and an Exhibition 
Cammittee, consisting of Messrs. Prid- 
ham, Herron, Chamberlain, Baker and 
Stuart, have had special charge of the 
work, and have successfully inaugu- 
rated a most worthy enterprise. Their 
efforts have been warmly seconded by 
the leading merchants and manufac- 
turers of the city, who generously paid 
for space and entered heartily into the 
spirit of the enterprise. 

“In reviewing the work of the year 
as a whole, I congratulate the assocta- 
tion on the substantial progress made 
in enlarging its membership, in secur- 
ing and furnishing our elegant home, 
in calling public attention to the impor- 
tance of a Japan steamship line, inves- 
tigating the feasibility of Mexican 
Steamer connections, securing a  per- 
sonal examination of a Salt Lake rail- 
way enterprise, ard making a popular 
exhibit of the varied products manu- 
factured by our own artisans.” 

At the conclusion of the president's 
report a communication was read from 
the Executive Committee of the Home 
Products Exhibition, tendering a vote 
of thanks to Charles de Garmo Gray 
for his energy and devotion in promot- 
ing the interests of the exhibition. The 
committee also recommended that Mr. 
Gray be made an honorary meniber of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, and a resolution to this effect 
was accordingly adopted. 

Secretary W. H. Knight then pre- 
sented the following report: 

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

“The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association is enjoying a large measure 
of prosperity. Its membership has 
been nearly doubled during the past 
eleven months. About a year ago the 
bylaws were amended and provided for 
holding monthly meetings of the mem- 
bers to promote social! intercourse and 
discuss questions of public interest. 
These meetings have been well at- 
tended, frequently ranging from forty 
to eighty members, and sometimes ex- 
ceeding one hundred. 

“There have been thirteen general 
and special meetings of the members, 
twenty-seven regular and special di- 
dectors’ meetings, and twenty-three 
sessions of committee meetings, ex- 
clusive of numerous meetings of the 
Home Products Committee. 

“In February the ducs were raised 
from 50 cents to $1 per month to meet 
the new demands-of the association in 

its enlarged field of -usefulness, and 

om pest time the Gollections were 

ade’ onthly instead of quarterly, as 
before. As the membership increased 
this involved much more office detail 
and clerical work, which was still fur- 
ther augmented by sending or deliver- 
ing notices of the monthly and other 
meetings to each member. 

“When the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion was consolidated with the Mer- 
chants’ Association in July, a new con- 
stitution and bylaws, suited to the new 
organization, was prepared and adopted, 
a statement of the objects of the asso- 
ciation was compiled, new committees 
were appointed, an alphabetical list of 
members showing occupations and ad- 
dresses was arranged, and the entire 
compilation published for reference. A 
supplemental list of new members was 
recently printed to make the roll com- 
plete. 

“The activity, faithfulness, and de- 
votion to the interests of the associa- 
tion on the part of the general officers 
and directors, is well attested in the 
fact that at only one of the numerous 
director's meetings held during the past 
year, was there a lack of the necessary 
quorum to transact business. 

“Many questions of deep interest to 
our merchants, manufacturers, and 
business men, and to the general pub- 
lic, have been ably discussed in these 
rooms, and the reports published at 
length in the daily papers. These 
discussions have been participated in 
not only by our own members, but 
by prominent citizens not identified 
with our association, and by distin- 
guished persons from abroad. 

“It is not necessary for me to reca- 
pitulate the subjects which have been 
discussed from time to time in these 
rooms, as your president has referred 
to many of them in his address this 
evening, but I desire to make one re- 
mark in defense of our methods in this 
connection: Some criticism has been 
indulged in because we have not fin- 
ished all the work we have taken up 
and produced final results, but it 
should be remembered that it is the 
province of a commercial body to call 
attention to needed reforms, and to 
encourage new enterprises. The com- 
munity through its newspapers and 
public-spirited citizens must do its part 
in promoting worthy undertakings, and 
our association has no reason to com- 
plain of indifference to our work on 
the part of either. 

“Besides it takes time to accomplish 
large results. You cannot build a rail- 
road to Salt Lake nor establish a 
steamship line to Japan in a month. 
These enterprises involve the invest- 
ment of millions of capital, and that 
capital can only be ‘attracted here by 
much preliminary work in calling at- 
tention to the natural advantages we 
possess, and to our favorable opportu- 
nities for investment. 

“This association was the first or- 
ganized body to give a hearty and un- 
qualified indorsement to the new city 
charter. In fact that instrument em- 
bodies reforms strongly advocated at 
our general meeting held last March, 
to which our esteemed associate, G. J. 
Griffith, contributed a valuable paper, 
and we may be said to have set the 
ball rolling that resulted in the or- 
ganization of the Better City Govern- 
ment League. 

“The Home Products Exhibition 
which has been so successfully inau- 
gurated under the energetic manage- 
ment of our Executive Committee, will 
prove a useful object lesson, revealing 
the abundant resources of this region 
and demonstrating our capacity to 
transform cheap raw materials into 
valuable products, thus enabling us 
to realize at home the profits that 
would otherwise go to eastern’ manu- 
facturers. 

“The exhibition will acquaint our 
own people, not only, but also eastern 
tourists who are thronging to’ our 


ties existing here for engaging in re- 
munerative enterprises, for we must 
bear in mind that a considerable per- 
centage of these winter tourists are 
home-seekers and will be induced to 
tarry with us if we can show them 
satisfactory business investments. 


“Perhaps one of the most salutary 


shores, with the manifold opportuni- |. 


lessons of the exhibition is that which 
teaches us to prefer the goods manu- 
factured by our own artisans to those 
which are made elsewhere, thus serv- 
ing the double purpose of helping our 
friends, neighbors and customers to 
prosper, and keeping the profits result- 
ing from their work for the enrich- 
ment of our own community. 

“We have recently added a so-called 
credit department to the work of our 
association. It is under the able and 
experienced management of George 
Giles, who will, for a emall monthly 
payment. give a reliable rating of all 
persons asking for credit, thereby en- 
abling you to avoid unnecessary risks 
in dealing with present or intending 
purchasers, and perhaps prevent you 
from incurring considerable losses dur- 
ing the year. 

“Our association has several subjects 
of great public interest, both old and 
new, to take up the present year. 
Among therm we have reason ot ex- 
pect that we shall be able to make 
substantial progress with the Salt 
Lake Railway project. Several of our 
members are deeply interested in giv- 
ing it definite shape, and producing 
practical results. 

“We hope to promote the establish- 
ment of a line of steamers to Mexico 
and Central, America, thus diverting 
a portion of the valuable traffic now 
going to northern ports for trans- 
shipment east, to a Los Angeles port, 
whence our own merchants will be- 
come agents for its distribution, both 
in Southern California, and along 
transcontinental! lines. 

“Coming down to lesser themes, but 
more directly concerning home and 
city affairs, it should be our aim to 
stimulate a more active sentiment in 
favor of clean and well-lighted streets; 
to encourage the planting of orna- 
mental shade trees along our residence 
avenues: to urge the construction of 
better suburban highways; to assist 
our members in devising and recom- 
menaing such trade regulations as may 
seem expedient; and to aid the proper 
authorities in the enforcement of all 
ordinances and laws tending to the 
comfort, safety, health and prosperity 
of the community. 

“Many other subjects of present in- 
terest to our business men and to the 
community at large might be men- 
tioned. and still others will present 
themselves from time to time and de- 
mand our intelligent examination and 
judicious treatment.” 

Secretary Knight read a statement of 
the receipts and expenditures for the 
past year, showing a balance in the 
treasury on January 1, 1897. At his re- 
quest a resolution was passed directing 
the president to appoint an Auditing 
Committee to examine the books and 
accounts for the past year. 

NEW DIRECTORS ELECTED. 

The report of the Election Committee 
was then read. Thirty names had been 
presented by the Nominating Commit- 
tee as candidates for directors. From 
these fifteen were to be elected. The 
election was held yesterday and in all 
sixty-five votes were cast.

MUNICIPAL REFORM. 


A Mass-meeting at the 
Grand Operahouse. 


Speeches by Hon. Joseph Medill 
and tion. J. Y. Harmon. 


“Several Changes Suggested in the 
Present City Charter. 


Reduce the Number of Commissions and 
Officers and Increase the Power of 
the May or—V aluable 
Suggestions. 


{From the Los Angeles Sunday Times, March 
25, 1894. ] 


That the people are interested in the 
good government of the city and 
county was plainly shown by the size 
and enthusiasm of the audience present 
at the mass-meeting under the. auspices 
of the Citizens’ League, held last even- 
ing at the Grand Operahouse. Nearly 
one thousand people listened with close 
attention to the addresses of Hon. 
Joseph Medill of Chicago, Hon. J. W. 
Harmon of Brooklyn, and others. 

Public officials and representative 
men were to be seen throughout the 
audience, anc a number of well-known 
citizens occupied seats on the plat- 
form. 

A selection by the orchestra opened 
the evening's exercises. As soon as this 
was concluded Vice-President Slauson, 
of the Citizens’ League, said that in the 
ateence cf T. D. Stimson, the presi- 
dent, he had been asked to preside. 
*‘We are here,’ he said, the inter- 
est of the Los Angeles city and the 
Los Angeles county governments.” 

He then went on to state that at one 
of the primary meetings of the league 
those who were present came to the 
conclusion that the city and county 
governments are costing too much 
money. (Applause.) They had found 
that the city government is fairly well 
conducted, as is also the county gov- 
ernment. The _ difficulty is that the 
laws as at present in force do not al- 
low either of them to be conducted 
much more economically than at pres- 
ent. The trouble is believed not to be 
so much with the officials as with the 
system under which they at present 
hold their offices. 

Chairman Slauson then introduced 
oe Joseph Medill, who spoke as fol- 
ows:

Mr. Chairman and ladies and gentle- 
men: I appear before you this evening 
for a very short time at the earnest 
request of the president and secretary 
and committee of the Citizens’ League, 
for the reform of your municipal gov- 
ernment.

H. K. Williams, the colored man who 
was arrested on a charge of stealing 
a suit of “slickers” and quilt from a 
wagon on Los Angeles street Friday, 
was arraigned in the Police Court yes- 
terday on a charge of petty larceny 
with a prior conviction, which makes

quest with great reluctance, but they 
were insistent and persistent, like Cali- 
fornians usually are, and had their 
way. A copy of your charter and some 
data of your city government and ex- 
penses and mode of procedure were 
furnished me a few days ago. and I 
looked over them, rather hastily, and 
have asked a few questions of the com- 
mittee in regard to your manner of 
municipal government. 

In the first place, I was informed 
Angeles for 
State and county and municipal pur- 
pores amounted to something more 
than 2% per cent. on a pretty full val- 
uation. I was informed that the gross 
amount of money obtained from the 
taxpayers of the county of Los Ange- 
les for the year 1893, amounted to $2,- 
590,000, in round numbers. That was 
the cost of your local government. 
Perhaps that included what was paid 
to the State. The population, [ was 
told, of the county, was something 
over 100,000, by the last census. The 
bulk of this money came, of course, 
from the city of Los Angeles. I was 


| informed that the taxes collected in 


the city of Los Angeles amounted to 
something over 325 per capita. To 
make that a little easier to be under- 
stood it is better to say $125 per aver- 
age family, as that is the standard of 
society, the family. That the men who 
provided the means of suport for the 
families of your city, and of your 
county, contributed last year an aver- 
age of $125 per head. That means rich 
and poor, employed and unemployed, 
and half-employed. 

I cast up in my mind how much that 
would be compared with the city that 
I reside in when I am at tome. I 
found that for the city of Chica,ro last 
year—which was a very favorable year 
for spending money easily—the total 
expenditure for all purposes of taxa- 
tion was a few cents over %18 per head, 
or something over $90 per family. Nat- 
urally I draw the conc!usion that you 


have been grumbling a great deal 
about the weight of their taxes. And 
I will say right tn this connection that 


the city government, the City Council | 


of Chicago, have just completed their 
appropriations for the ensuing jy€ar, 
the fiscal year of 1894, and find the city 
laboring under the business depreston 
which has swept like a wave vwvyer our 
entire rep-blic with hard times and 
want of employment. Rents have 
fallen, the values of property falling, 
employment decreasing. the 
Council concluded it was their duty to 
the people whom they’ represented, to 
reduce expenditures, and they have 
just compiled their annual budget. 
Last year the amount of appropria- 
tions for the general purposes of the 
city, not including the schools, parks 
or public librar;, amounted to about 
seven ar’d a quarter millions of dol- 
lars. This year the Common Council 
concluded that they would try and ;,et 
along with five and a half millions of 
dollars. They have cut down their 
expenditures one and three-quarter 
millions, or nearly that, and the people 
think they might have taken another 
half million of dollars out without in- 
terfering with public prosperity. Now 
I am told that under your charter it 
is difficult to get this kind of relief, 
and I read your charter over, as I said, 
rather hastily, but I found, in fact I 
came almost to the conclusion that 
some enterprising Chicago citizens 
who came here had rather copied our 
old ante-fire charter of Chicago. I was 
surprised in reading over your charter 
te see that it was framed identically 
upon the lines of our old Chicago 


charter. I found the fundamental! idea 
running through your charter, was, 
first, that your Mayor was not 


permitted to exercise more than the 
minimum of power. He was to have 
the title and get a large, generous 
salary, which was fixed in the charter, 
and that is all}, but he was to have 
no functions to perform except those 
that were purely ornamental. I wish 
to read one part of a section of your 
charter, which I have copied (read- 
ing:) “It shall be the duty of the 
Mayor of Los Angeles to be vigilant 
and active in the inforcement of the 
ordinances of the city, and to exercise 
a constant supervision over the acts 
and conduct of all its officers and em- 
ployés, and to receive and examine 
into all complaints made against them 
for violation or neglect of duty, and 
to report the same to the Council or the

the amount of his power. His business 
is: First, he is ordered to enforce all 
your ordinances, and then the subse- 
quent chapter divides his powers 
among a multiplicity of boards. You 
have a board of five Police Commis- 
sioners, and they are permitted and 
ordered to perform all the duties that 
devolve on the Mayor. I find, also, an- 
other board, called the Fire Commis- 
sioners, with five persons in that, the 
Mayor and four others, and they take 
control of-and discharge all the busi- 
ness and duties of that department, 
also a Taxation Board, but in all this, 
the Mayor seems to possess no func- 
tions of his own whatever. Our Fire 
Board fell into moral decay, and, be- 
tween that board and the police force 
the not overly-temperate fire depart- 
ment—we lost our city. The Mayor 
was powerless when the city was 
burned and could only fold his arms 
and look on, while that grand city of 
ours was lost in smoke. The only man 
who had any firm management that 
night was Gen. Sheridan of the United 
States army, who came in and acted 
as Mayor for us and saved the town, 

Our citizens had been wanting a re- 
form for years, and never could get it, 
We never could get influence enough 
with the Legislature to get relief 
through a new charter. 

I found myself waited upon one 
evening by a committee of citizens 
who announced to me, to my great as- 
tonishment, that I had been selected 
for Mayor for the ensuing two years, of 
the city of Chicago. I waseputting up 
& press at the time, and pretty weil 
covered over with ink and oil. I said: 
“No, I guess not.” They said: “Yes, 
Sir, there has been a meetihg held at 
the High School on the West Side. of 
men irrespective of party, including 
all your friends, and they have unani- 
mously agreed that you have got to 
be Mayor for the next two years.” [ 
said: “I can’t take it.” They said: 
“You must do it. We conscript men 
this year; we don’t ask them: we con- 
script them.”” They said: “We are go- 
ing to have a mass-meeting on such 
a night, and ratify what we have 
done.” “Well,” I said, “this is a free 
country for all. I am willing to do 
almost anything that is fair, and I will 
think about 

The meeting was held in a hall like 
this, although not so beautiful by any 
means, and they began to applaud a 
little when I came in. said: “Hold 
on, gentlemen: stop. I have not ace 
cepted this office yet, and I have not 
concluded to serve as your Mayor, but 
if I do, it will be on condition.” There- 
upon [ pulled some paper from my 
pocket and read my terms, rather dic- 
tatorial, but I thought I could not 
Waste two precious years of the most 
important period of my life, and that 
of my firm, trying to play the orna- 
mental part of being Mayor. without 
any chance of doing any good to the 
people, and I told them so. I said: 
“Gentlemen, the only condition on 
which I will agree to serve you is that 
you appoint a committee to help me to 
draw a new charter for the city of 
Chicago, which will apply equally to all 
the cities of the State, and to secure 
help to get it passed by the Legisla- 
ture, which will convene this winter: a 
charter modeled after the Constitution 
of the United States, which gives legis- 
lative power aljl the authority that it 
ought to possess: gives the executive 
department all the authority that it 
should possess; gives us a (flexible 
charter; gives us home rule in fact: 
gives opportunity to control our local 
affairs; a charter that will be a conces- 
sion of power and authority to the chief 
functionaries of the city. and not fron- 
cast, hide-bound and tied up with con- 
strictions that throttle the people.” 

The resolution was adopted and I was 
elected pretty unanimously. In short.’ 
the law was passed. My corporation 
attorney drew up the law for me with 
such suggestions as I could make and 
a great convention was held of the 
Mayor and other city functionaries, and 
among us a charter was worked out for 
the whole State, applicable to all cities 
and villages. It has been amended a@ 
little since. 

That charter abolished all the boards 
and duties that were executive and only 
retained such boards as were adminis- 
trative in their character. The schoot 
board was retained, the library board 
was retained, the park boards were re- 
tained; all the others were nullified. 
The Mayor has a cabinet. He is the 
Commissioner of Public Works and he 
appoints and the Council confirms. He 
may discharge with the consent of the 
Council. The Mayor is authorized in 
terms to have the power of removal of 
any officer whom the Mayor may ap- 
point with the consent of the Councfl. 
The patronage was taken away from 
the legislative body, but it was given 
larger legislative authority. We have 
one Commissioner of Police, called the 
Chief of Police. We have one head of 
the fire department, and it is a very 
large fire department—I think there are 
one hundred engines or more and 3000 
firemen or more, and the chief officer 
is called the Fire Marshal. We have 
three or four more officers. We have 
one health officer. We released the 
doctors. We had half a dozen doctors 
on the board. We sent them back inte 
their private practice. We released all 
these expenses and dispensed with this 
slow, cumbrous working machinery. 
We broke up all deals and trades and 
pools between boards and Council. 

The Mayor of Chicago now its ag 
autocratic as the President in his fune- 
tions or the Governor of Illinois in his 
and if he don’t suit the people. out he 
goes. If they like him and his way 
of enforcing their laws they re-elect 
him over amd over again—if they can 
get him to serve. That is the manner 
in which we do ‘now under our new 
charter, as we call it, though it is 
nearly a quarter of a-century old. If 
anything goes wrong in the laws of 
the city every man who is a voter and 
a& taxpayer knows who is to blame. 


‘(Applause.) 


It is no longer an ornamental peak 
on the head of the ship. It is a live 
responsible head, executive officer. It 
is, “Mr. Mayor, why is this so? Why fs 
this not changed? Why are these 
abuses permitted? Why are police per- 
mitted to club men or go into saloons? 
You are the head of the police, sir: 
we hold you responsible for this state 
of things. Why have your fire engines 
behaved at a certain fire so and so? 
Why are they not cleaning up the 
city better, and your streets and alleys? 
What is this Health Officer doing? 
Now, Mayor, can’t there be changes?” 
He can't,say: “Go and see the Health 
Officer.” We say: “Mr. Mayor, you 
should go and see to it yourself. You 
are the one to do that Ifttle job your- 
self; it is yours; net. ours. We have 
elected you and paid you, and fur- 
nished you these mighty powers and 
these high honors, and we expect you 
to perform your duties, or go out of 
this office by resignation.”’ 

Now, the charter was passed upon 
the theory that the Mayor was not to 
be intrusted; that the one-man power 
was a bad theory: that nothing less 
than a division of powers with numer- 
ous men was a safe thing for the good 
of the entire city. That is not human 
nature: it is not good sense. It is a 
distrust, and not borne out by the facts, 
Suppose you had a board of presidents, 
of five or six, and a#oard of. governors, 
of five or six. or a board of generals 
on a battlefield?. The French tried that 
once. They had three generals at the 
head of the army, and lost every fight 
as long as they had them. They were 
whipped by one general on the other 
side. I profoundly believe that the 
American Constitution is as nearly 
perfect in division of powers and re- 
sponsibilities as man can make it. It 
has stood the test of time for a hun- 
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dred years, and it is the model con- 
stitution of the world. The best State 
governments have been closely, modeled 
after the Federal Constitution, and the 
best city governments, in my opinion, 
are those which have also done so. If 
you can intrust the whole mighty duties 
of the President of the United States 
of 66,000,000 of people, soon to 100,000,000, 
to the hand of one man, are you 
afraid to intrust the local home govern- 
ment and executive powers of a city of 
60,000 or 70,000 people to your best citi- 
zen, and it is your duty to elect your 
best citizen. Do not fear that the 
Mayor will abuse his powers; we have 
tested it for over twenty-three years. 
We have elected twelve mayors un- 
der our new charter. We have never 
had but two of which there has been 
any reasonable ground of complaint. 
An election to that high office has a 
sobering, steadying effect and influence 
upon the human mind. : 
When the Mayor finds that he is the 
focal point for the eye of the entire 
city, and all the male and female critics 
are upon him. and that he lives in a 
glass house: that he has got to stand 
before the whole people and face the 
music, he is not going to commit any 
more mistakes than he can help. He 
does not want to go out of that office 
with the censure of the people on .his 
head, who will point to him and say, 


“There is a man who had great oppor- | 


tunities and abused and betrayed 
them.” 

My advice to you here. is to model 
veur nev charter so as to unify yout 
exceutive department, disverse Your 
boards, ect your best citizea to the 
office of Mayor, and. hold him respon- 
sible: let him have one man at the 
head of each department and = ho 
more: let him form a cabinet and then 
give him full and absolute power. 


Limit the amount of expenditures. Let 
the Council fix your salaries. I see 
your salaries are large. They were 
probably fixed in boom times, but they 
don’t suit now. We pay Aldermen the 
munificent sum of $3 a session, and 
they make about $150 a year. You pay 
$25 per session. We let the men who 
get $3 per session fix the salaries of 
the rest, and they are not apt to make 


them excessive. The man who gets 
a large salary is willing to give the 
other good fellow quite as much. 
Money will be harder to earn and 


harder to save than in times past, but 
the purchasing power of the higher 
salary of the past years will be greater 
than it is now. 

Congress has cut off millions. We do 
not hear anything more about the 
“billion-dollar Congress." Four years 
ago we had a two billion-dollar Con- 
gress of Republicans; two years ago 
we had a billion-dollar Congress of 
Democrats. Now they are chopping it 
off.. Five per cent. is the net earnings 
of labor. It is as much as property will 
fetch after paying expenses. It is as 
much as you can loan money on, and 
have good security, taking the whole 
country together. If you pay more in 
proportion you upon 
your capital. Your city government 
should be reduced to what is within 
vour means, by curtailing all unneces- 
sary expenditures. Do you think you 
are going to do anything radical by 
having your charter modeled. or any 
fear of losing your power by holding 
a mayor to responsibility with a com- 
mon council that will be capable of 
carrying out your will and your 
wishes? I have trespassed upon your 
time long enough, but if I have thrown 
out any suggestions based upon the ex- 
periences of our city which may be of 
service to you, you are welcome to 
them. 

Mr. Medill was followed with the 
closest attention during his remarks, 
and at the conclusion was greeted with 
applause. 

Another selection by the orchestra 
followed, and then the chairman said 
it would be remembered that during 
the past year the city of Brooklyn had 
gone through a great ordeal of 'refine- 
ment. It was the business men and

CAPT. CROSS'S DEFENSE OF HIS 
OFFICIAL COURSE. 


-- 


Plea of not Guilty, with Some Ob- 
servations on the Side — That 
Stuffed Pay-roll and Some of the 
Stuffing. 


The following letter has been received 
by the editur of The Times from As- 
semblyman Cross relative to his part in 
the appointment of temporary attaché, 
as reported yesterday in the Sacra- 
mento ¢orrespondence of The ‘Times: 

“SACRAMENTO (Cal.,) Jan. 17, 

‘Dear Sir: I wire you today request- 
ing that you withhold from publication 
a communication from your representa- 
tive here in the Assembly that I 
might first be heard regarding matters 
pertaining to the temporary organiza- 
tion of the Assembly: in which my 
name, I undersand, with others, ap- 
pears. 

“The first matter I desire to call your 
attention to is the temporary organiza- 
tion of the House, in which it appears 
that the chief clerk of the present ses- 
sion was What you would term a ‘‘hold- 
over” officer, for the purpose of per- 
fecting the organization of the incom- 
ing Legislature, he having been clerk 
of said previous House, and had full 
charge of said organization, and the 
appointment of all temporary attachés 
pending the permanent organization. 

“ On my arrival here Saturday even- 
ing. January 2, I learned that the chief 
clerk of the Assembly, Mr. Duckworth, 
Was arranging his list of appointees 
for temporary organization, and that 
the members of the Assembly were 
being considered in the naming of 
parties for appointm@nt. I saw the 
gentleman, Mr. Duckworth, a stranger 
to me, whom I had never’ before met, 
and requested that in making up his 
list of attachés, if he were considering 
the recommendation of members of the 
House, that I desired to submit a name 
for his consideration, which he readily 
consented to receive. The name I gave 
him was that of Mr. Austin of Los An- 
geles, a gentleman of good repute. I 
afterward met my colleagues, Assem- 
blymen Vosburg and Melick, and asked 
if they had looked after what at that 
time it seemed each member was en- 
titled to, an appointee on the temporary 
organization. The reply from Mr. 
Vosburg was that he had not, but Mr. 
Melick stated that he had, but at the 
time of applying: could not secure an 
appontment. I suggested that he make 
another effort and try to have Mr. 
Swannecke of Los Angeles appointed. 
In company with Mr. Swannecke we 
called upon the clerk, and I suggested 
that our delegation should be recog- 
nized in making these appointments, 
the same as other members. Mr. Duck- 
worth made no reply, but asked the 
name of the party he, Mr. Melick, de- 
sired to have appointed. The name was 
given as above. The same condition 
applies to Mr. Vosburg’s case, who had 
Mr. Gross of Los Angeles appointed. 
I think you will readily see that we, as 
new members of this body, and inex- 
perienced in organization of legislative 
bodies. would have no means of know- 
ing whether or not these attachés were 
necessary for the business to be trans- 
acted in the temporary organization of 
the Assembly. 

“As to patronage in the permanent 
organization, I desire to state, by 
way of explanation, that the Commit- 
tee on Organization reported favorably 
that each member woald be allowed, 
in case he were chairman of a commit- 
tee, one committe clerk, and $8 per 
diem for other appointees, there being 
some places to fill where*the per diem 
would be $8, and others of $4. And as 
I desired to have my patronage go as 
far as possible, I accepted of two $4 
places, and a committee clerk at $5 per 
diem. I have appointed as clerk of 
my committee, Mr. Fairbanks of our 
city, an old soldier. Another appoin- 
tee was a young man, Samuel Garrett, 
as honorable a young man as lives in 
Los Angeles. For the second place, 
John Niemore, a colored gentleman, 
Who is @ representative of-the Los An- 
geles press. There were, as usual, a 
great number of applications for places 
that could not be supplied. 

“Mr. Vosburg, like myself, was al- 
lowed one committee clerk and two $4 
per diem places, one of which he had 
no person from his district at that time 
to fill, so he suggested to me, that if 
I knew of any one who would accept 
it. and allow Mr. Evans, a gentleman 
from Monrovia and a resident of his 
district, who has expected to have a 
$6 per diem appointment, one-half of 
the pay, that is, $2 per day, he would 
have’ such man appointed. A young 
man from Los Angeles by the name of 
Gross, who has always been active in 
local politics, expressed a willingness 
to do-this. I, knowing the young man, 
agreed with Mr. Vosburg to become re- 
sponsible for the $2 per diem, which 
was to go to Mr. Evans. After five days 
had elapsed, Mr. Gross decided that 
the $2 per day would not defray his 
necessary expenses; and made a request 
of Mr. Vosburg that he allow him a 
larger portion of the pay. They then 
arranged that he (Gross) should have 
$3.50 per day, and 60 cents per day to 
go to Mr. Evans. 

“T think after you have carefully con- 
sidered this statement that you will 
see nothing in the whole matter which 
would give credence to a scandal. 

“Yours truly, JOHN CROSS.” 

There is a familiar adage concerning 
the man who actS a8 Nis own lawyer. 
Without insisting upon its application 
in the present instance, it is at least 
safe to say that Capt. Cross presents 
rather an amusing defense. 

For a “new and inexperienced mem- 
ber” the captain displayed an amaz- 
ing aptitude in nosing out the loaves 
and fishes. According to his own 
statement, his first effort to secure a 
job for a constituent was made im- 
mediately upon his arrival in Sacra- 
mento. It resulted in the promise by 
Duckworth to appoint A. M. Austin of 
Los Angeles, whose chief business in 
Sacramento has been shaving the war- 
rants of his fellow-attachés. Capt. 
Cross realized that he had struck a 
good thing. He had another constitu- 
ent, Swannecke, to provide for, and not 
satisfied with his own allotted share of 
the spoils, he endeavored to have the 
man appointed upon Assemblyman 
Melick’s request. 

Still another patriot had to be cared 
for.

POOR TRAIN SERVICE. | 


SAN BERNARDINO VALLEY PEOPLE 
ARE DISSATISFIED. 


Delayed Overland Trains 
Movement of the Orange Crop. 
Atlantic and Pacific Bondhold- 
ers Approve Terms. 


The Southern California Railroad's last 
time-table of trains running over the Kite- 
shaped track has proved very unsatisfactory 
to the residents of San Bernardino Valley 
living in and near Highland. 

The trains have been so arranged as to ren- 
der it impossible for the people at Highland 
to get the morning papers from Los Angeles 
until after 1 o'clock in the afternoon. They 
are also deprived of any forenoon mail serv- 
ice, and as the eéast-bound overland mail 
train leaves San Bernardino before the first 


the former train is subjected to a delay which 
seriously impairs business interests and gen- 
eral correspondence. 

Besides the inconvenience of the mail serv- 
ice, the. traveling public is annoyed by the 
running time and scarcity of the trains. Riv- 
erside men having business interests in High- 
land cannot make a trip to that place and 
return home the same day under the present 
schedule. 

Those Highland citizens who put their 
hands into their pockets and contributed 
thousands of dollars to purchase the free 
right-of-way for the road through the orange 
groves of that section feel rather indignant 
at the state of affairs. As there are hundreds 
and prospective thousands of carloads of cit- 
rus fruits shipped annually from. Highland 
and East and West Highland over the Santa 
Fé, the fruit-growers think themselves en- 
titled to more accommodations from that 
line than they are at present receiving. 

General Manager Henderson of the South- 
ern California says that the matter is under 
advisement and will be remedied in a few 
days at the latest. 

The falling-off of travel has compelled the 
company to withdraw some trains on the loop 
and it takes a little time to adjust matters 
satisfactorily to all concerned, but some way 
to surmound the difficulty will be found. 

DELAYED OVERLANDS ARRIVE. 

The three Santa Fé overiands which have 
been held at Ash Fork, Ariz., awaiting the 
repair of the damage done by the storm of 
last week, arrived in Los Angeles at 11:15, 
11:20 and 11:30 o'clock yesterday forenoon. 
About three hundred passengers from the 
East were on the belated trains and the hotel 
registers of the city show a marked increase 
of business since their arrival. 


THE ORANGE CROP. 


The orange movement in Southern Califor- 
nia, which received a quietus by reason of 
the recent storm, shows promise of picking 
up materially in the next few days. Reports 
from all parts of the surrounding country 
convey the intelligence that the oranges are 
in good condition, although the crop is not, 
perhaps, as large this year as usual. Qual- 
ity, not quantity, seems to be the nature of 
this season's fruit.

MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF RANCHER 
HESPE ON THE ROAD. 


His Horse Brings the Body Home. 
The Coroner’s Jury Thinks a 


Marder Has Been Committed. 
Brevities. 


ONTARIO, Jan. 18.—(¢ lar Cor- 
respondence.) Sunday aftérnoon Wil- 
liam Hespe, who lives on a dry ranch 
seven miles southeast of. this place, 
came to town to meet his son-in-law, 
who was to come in on the afternoon 
train from San Pedro. Mr. Hespe ex- 
pected his son-in-law to bring him a 
considerable sum of money, with which 
to buy trees for his ranch. The son-in- 
law, however. missed the train, and so 
did not put in an appearance. Mr. 
Hespe then started to drive home, but 
when he reached his house it was as a 
corpse. What occurred after he left 
Ontario may never be known. 

About 5:30 o’clock, however, the 
horse came home, and in the buggy 
was the dead body of Mr. Hespe, with 
a large fracture of the skull just over 
the left temple. The skin was not 
broken, but a hole had been made in 
the skull larger than a_ silver dollar. 
There were also cuts beneath and above 
the right eye and a number of 
scratches down the forehead and 
cheeks. The latter looked like finger 
nail marks, but may have been caused 
by barbed-wire, in which the horse be- 
came entangled on its way home. 

When the horse arrived at the ranch 
the body of its unfortunate driver was 
lying across the dashboard with the 
head down between the thills and the 
wheel, on the right side of the buggy. 
The body was cold, death probably 
having ocurred more than an hour be- 
fore. The dashboard was also cov- 
ered with blood. 

Early this morning a couple of neigh- 
bors went back over the road which 
the dead man’s horse had traversed the 
evening before. At a considerable dis- 
tance from Ontario, they found a skull- 
cap, Which Mr. Hespe had worn, and 
further down the road his hat was dis- 
covered on the opposite side of the 
road from the cap. It is a mystery as 
to why the skull-cap was lost first. 
Near the hat a large pool of blood was 
found on the left side of the road. 
There were also two or three other 
clots along the road. 

The road is a most lonesome one, 
with no habitations for miles. The 
theory advanced as being the most 
probable solution of the mystery is 
that the unfortunate rancher was 
killed by some one who knew that he 
expected to receive the money from 
his son-in-law yesterday, and who did 
not know that his son-in-law had not 
put in an appearance. 

Coroner Keating of San Bernardino 
Was notified at once, and he held an 
inquest this morning at the home of 
the deceased. The jury returned the 
following verdict: ‘We, the jurors, 
find that the deceased came to his 
death by injuries inflicted by some per- 
son or persons unknown.” — 

The murdered man leaves a widow 
and three sons, besides a married 
daughter. He was 50 years old. 

The report of the affair published in 
a Los Angeles evening paper contains 
many glaring misrepresentations. 
There was no bullet hole in his side: 
the posse yarn was a fabrication, as 
was also the account of his position 
when found, and the manner in which 
the body was found was evidently the 
product of a vivid imagination. The 
murder was not known at all at Onta- 
rio until a late hour this morning.

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CHARTER'S FRIENDS. 


THE CENTRAL IDEA PROVES 
QUITE POPULAR. 


An Authority'on High or Low Tariff 
not Necessarfly an Able City 
Administrator. 


BUSINESS AND NOT POLITICS. 


THE MAYOR’S LIMITATION OF 
POWER COMMENDED. 


Plan of the New Charter No Experi- 
ment—It is in Force Satisfactorily 
Else where—Election at Large 
of Councilmen a Necessity. 


The pern:eating idea of the new char- 
ter that municipal affairs shall be ad- 
ministered on a business basis, sim- 
jlar to that obtaining in any large 
railroad or other corporation having 
vast and varied interests, appears to 
have appealed to the sympathies of 
the public generally. 

What difference it can possibly make 
in administering a department ofthe 
city’s aftairs, whether a man believes 
in a high or low tariff, or whether the 
nation’s saivation depends on free sil- 
ver or a gold standard, is a puzzle. 
But it does matter very much if the 
head of the department has not busi- 
ness capacity to properly administer 
the affairs of his office, or is not the 
very soul of integrity. 

High and low, rich and poor, all 
will be affected favorably by an eco- 
ncmical business administration, but 
under an administration wherein the 
incumbents of office hold sway by vir- 
tue of political affiliations there can 
be no unanimity of design in carry- 
ing on the city affairs. And so the 
mercantile element seems to think. 
Yesterday the following gentlemen, 
prominent in business affairs, volun- 
teered brief statements in the cause 


of good government and the new 
charter; 
~ BETTER THAN THE, OLD--—— 


D. Freeman, capitalist, ex-president 
Chamber of Commerce, etc.: “The 
sw charter is infinitely better than 
™e old one; and that is the vital ques- 
‘ifn, Its most important features, in 
my opinion, are the sections which 
provide for a reduction in taxation, 
enlarged powers to the Mayor, and the 
civil service. Under it responsibility 
will be fixed; it will be easier to. get 
capable business men to accept of- 
tice, and. altogether, the city’s business 
vill be administered on business lines.”’ 
. D. McGarry, real estate, West 
Becond street: “To me the adoption 
fof the new charter means a more 
cnomic municipal administration. 


Every taxpayer and home builder is 
interested in lower taxes, and all may 
reasonably look for the same business 
Sagacity in managing the city’s busi- 
ness aS men give to their private af- 
fairs. Electing Councilmen at large 
will give the city broad-gauge men 
who will look out for the good of the 
city. Though the charter may have 
minor defects, the essentials are right, 
and I shall vote for it.’’ 

M. A. Newmark & Co., wholesale pro- 
visions and groceries, Los Angeles 
street: “The reduction in taxation 
made possible by a business-like and 
economical administration, is the fea- 
ture of the new charter that I think is 
most striking; next the civil service 
feature, which means a lifting of the 
political incubus that has weighed our 
city administration down, ahd last, the 
concentrating in the hands of the 
Mayor the authority by virtue of which 
he assumes responsibility. The new 
charter is good so far as it goes, and is 
worthy of support.’ 

King, Hawley, King & Co., 
Los Angeles street: ‘“‘With a Mayor that 
has authority in fact, and not only in 
name, we can expect certain reforms to 
be inaugurated. Now responsibility is 
tessed from shoulder to shoulder like 
a ball, and it is time that a halt be 
called. The provision for election of 
Councilmen at large, and the civil ser- 
vice features combine to make the ma- 
chinery for city government all that 
we can desire at present.” 

Charlies F. Lummis, editor Land of 
Sunshine, Stimson Block: ‘‘The time is 
fully ripe to get down to business and 
leave political foolishness in city gov- 
ernment alone. The new charter is a 
move in this direction. With the ma- 
chinery of government provided it will 
be possible to administer the city’s af- 
fairs on business lines, and not have the 
reforms which are needed so urgently 
made matters of contention between 
opposing factions.” 

THE MAYOR'S HANDS TIED. 

W. C. Patterson, wholesale provi- 
sions, Los Angeles street: “The author- 
ity placed in the hands of the Mayor, 
surrounded as it will be by safeguards, 
is the strongest point in the new char- 
ter. There will be no motive for the 
citizens to appoint other than a good | 
man to the office, for, so far as cor- 
ruption and party favor is concerned, 
the Mayor’s hands will be tied. Then 
the election of the Council at large 
will ensure broad-minded business men 
being elected as coajutors to the 
Mayor. The civil-service feature com- 
pletes the business machinery of the 
city government and lifts it out of the 
political rut. The general effect of the 
new charter will be to give the city 
& government carried on upon lines 
simUar to those prevailing in any first- 
- 
ernment is really a business concern 
and ought not to be in politics.” 

Kaspare Cohn, K. Cohn & Co., Main 
street: “Both as an individual and as 
a member of the firm I favor the new 
charter. The burden of taxation at 
present is absurd, and we can get no 
relief until politics is barred out and 
the city government earried on upon 
business and not political lines.” 

Col. Byrne, Byrne Block, Broadway: 
“Count me as one favoring the charter. 
A Mayor without authority cannot be 
held responsible when things go awry. 
Under the new order the authority and 
responsibility that is frittered away 
among nine different heads of depart- 


‘ments, with the result that responsi- 


bility is shouldered from one official to 
the other, will be centered in the 
Mayor. That is right; if things go 
wrong we know just who to go to for 
relief. The other features are also 
good, and the provision regarding the 
reduction in taxation ought in itself 
be sufficient to win the support of 
every property holder.” 

Frank Gibson, First National Bank: 


a spirit of non-partisanship, and that 
pleases me. The administering of the 
affairs of the city is a business affair, 
and it is altogether wrong that the 
people be made to suffer because politi- 
cal factions choose to contend. There 
are, perhaps, minor points in the new 
charter that might have been improved 
upon, but in the main the charter is a 
very decided advance upon the old 
one.”’ 
NO NEW EXPERIMENT. 

J. O. Koepfli, Bishop & Co., Seventh 
and Alameda streets: “ I am in favor 
of the new charter, because its two 
main features are beyond the experi- 
mental stage. The wide extension of 
civil service by the United States gov- 
ernment, and the approval this change 
met with by the people, proves the 
utility of this system. The experience 
of all large corporations, including the 
large3t municipal corporations in the 
country, is that the chief executive 
must be invested with power, and con- 
sequent responsibility.’ 

S. B. Lewis, Hayden & Lewis, whole- 
sale harness, etc., Los Angeles street: 
“I like to see responsibility placed 
somewhere, and by endowing the 
Mayor the charter does this. He will 
not nominally, but actually, be the 
head of the city government, and will 
have the power denied heretofore to 
the Mayor of the city to inaugurate 
and carry to completion, with the co- 
operation of the Council, the reforms 
in which the city stands in need. The 
civil service feature is also excellent, 
and will take the government out of 
politics.”’ 

Sumner P. Hunt, Eisner & Hunt, ar- 
chitects, Stimson Block: “The new 
charter is unqualifiedly bettert than 
the old one. There are many strong 
features in it, but those that provide 
for the government of the city on 
business rather than political lines 
oe, I think, particularly commenda-

The election of Councilmen-at- 
large insures the election of men, in 
the aggregate, of a better class than 
heretofore, and they will be enabled to 
take their seats unbound by any 
pledges made to the ward bosses. Al- 
together the charter, in its leading

Scott, Ballard Block: “I served on the 
Board of Freeholders that in 1887 
drafted a charter substantially along 
the lines of this new charter. It con- 
centrated power in the Mayor, provided 
for electing Councilmen at large, etc., 
but was not approved, and even in 
modified form was defeated at the polls. 
But politics was uppermost then, and a 
touch of hard times has taught us the 
necessity of carrying on the municipal

INSURANCE AGAINST IDLENESS. 
German publicaions have contained 
references during the past few months 
to an insurance movement which was 
recently organized in Switzerland, 
where state socialism has its strongest 
hold, in almost every need, the people 
looking to legislatién for relief. Two 
of the cantons in Switzerland—Berne 
and St. Gall—have adopted a plan of 
insuring laborers against loss of work. 
The Berne plan differs from that of 
St. Gall. In the former canton if is 
left to the free will of the laborer to 
insure or not, as he or she pleases. 
In St. Gall he must insure. The basis 
of the St. Gall swstem is described by 
United States Consul Monaghan as 
follows: 

“The working people.laborers and 
professional men, are all united under 
one head. Each person insured pays § 
cents a month. Each city-in the can- 
ton contributes 7000 francs ($1351,) for- 
merly 5000 francs ($965). Members must 
have been enrolled six months, paid 
dues regularly, and be out of work 
fourteen days at least before being en- 
titled to a pension. The aid given is 1 
franc daily for unmarried men and 1.50 
francs for married men. Only men are 
mentioned. The oney is paid only 
during December, January and Febru- 
ary. A workman who refuses to take 
any work offered him, or loses his work 
through his own fault, or joins in a 
strike, loses all rights to the pension. 
On December 31, 1895 the organization 
numbered 605 members and had paid 
pensions to 169 persons during the 
vear. In 1894 there were 390 members, 
and the parties to whom pensions were 
paid numbered 226. In this case it was 
more a State help than a working- 
man’s insurance club; for in 1894, un- 
aided by the cantonal subscription, pay- 
ment would have been impossible. Most 
of the men supported or aided belonged 
to the building occupations. These are 
more or less idle year in and year out, 
Hence it is hard to say what worth 
such an effort is to have in solving 
the huge social and economic problem, 
i. e., the effort made in Berne. 

“In St. Gall the result was better be- 
cause it was based upon obligatory 
membership and contributions. There 
each person, citizen or stranger, earn- 
ing under 5 francs (96% cents) per day 
was compelled to contribute. Children 
who earned under 2 francs daily were 
exempted. The payments varied with 
the amounts earned, viz, persons earn- 
ing 4 to 5 francs (77.2 to 96% cents) paid 
30 centimes (6 cents) a week. The 
pension rates paid out varied also in 
accordance with wages, running from 
1.80 to 2.40 francs (34% to 46.3 cents,) 
but in no case could any one get pen- 
sion for more than sixty days in one 
ealendar year. In all other respects 
the regulations were like those of 
Berne. It is estimated that the year's 
income will be 30,500 francs ($5848) 
and the expenditures, pensions, etc., 
38,000 francs ($7334.) The deficiency, it 
is hoped, will be wiped away, never 
to recur again, once the thing is got 
into good working order. Much niisery, 
it is true, might in this way be wiped 
out. but men whose labor has always 
been steady and is likely to continue 
so complain bitterly about being com- 
pelled to support others in idleness 
whose labor, though at times uncertain, 
is for that very reason better paid when 
there is work. It is not in the nature 
-of things for such a system to succeed 
even among so loyal, loving. and gentle 
a folk as are the Swiss. The effort is 
not in vain if it will teach the thought- 
less how hard it is to make laws or to 
institute any system that is to take the 
place of thrift and economy during the 
days when work is plentiful. The de- 
cision of the commission will record 
the popular will, and that, as far as 
ean be judged from facts at hand, will 
be adverse.” 

In a more recent paper from the 
Thited States Consul at St.-Gall it is 
stated that the system at St. Gall has 
been abandoned. The Consul says: 

“It may be of interest to the Depart- 
ment to know that, so far as the St. 
Gall system is concerned, its abolition 
was voted on November 8&8, 1896. This 
action was taken at the instance of la- 
borers themselves, who found that a 
system that insured against loss of 
work resulted in the promotion of 
laziness and idleness. 
edge of the existence of this system of 
insurance had drawn to St. Gall a con- 
siderable number of unemployed from 
other “parts of Switzerland, with the 
object of obtaining support at the ex- 
pense of the resident laborers. The 
resolution providing for the abolition of 
the St. Gall system of State insurance 
provides also that the same shall take 
effect on and after June 30, 1897."

COMMERCIAL. 


PERSIAN RUGS. Eastern rugs have 
become very popular in this country 
during the past few years, to a great 
extent taking the place of carpets. In 
regard to the trade in Persian rugs, 
Consul Bergholz of Erzeroum reports to 
the Department of State as follows: 

“Without doubt, nearly $2,000,000 
worth of rugs pass through here an- 
nually. Duty can be paid either in cash 
or kind. Such rugs as are accepted 
by the customs in payment of duty are 
sold at auction, and, occasionally, very 
valuable rugs can be thus purchased 
at low prices. Most of the American 
houses dealing in rugs, especially those 
rugs Known under the general head of 
Persian and Anatolian. buy through 
agents at Contsantinople, and bv the 
time the rugs reach the United States 
the commissions of these middlemen 
are added to the cost. It would prove 
more profitable if such houses would 
a direct from the importers in this 
city.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP OF WA- 
TER WORKS. In the course of an 
article on the waterwarks of Muncie, 
ind., Municipal Engineering calls aiten- 
tion to one of the advantages 6f munic- 
ipal ownership, as follows: 

“The theory upon which municipal 
ownership is based is not that of com- 
mercial success alone, but provision 


‘should be made for future growth. The 


interests of the city are best served 
and growth in business, manufacturing 
and population is encouraged by a 
policy which keeps the capacity of the 
waterworks always ahead of the act- 
ual demands of the moment. No con- 
tract with a company can accomplish 
this result. The best it can do is to 
keep the company close to the actual 
needs from year to year. Muncie is 
more fortunate than many of the 
smaller cities, since its contract con- 
tains a clause which requires additions 
to be made in accordance with the in- 
creasing needs of the city. The contract 
includes the usual provision for test 
which answered for the small system 
contemplated at first, but is inadequate 
for a system of the size now demanded. 
Too many contracts keep the city from 
demanding anything beyond this test, 
and the city is powerless in its efforts 
to bring about an improvement in the 
system sufficient to bring it up to 
the latest demands. There is much 
discussion of the question whether 


the income from the private con- 
sumers of municipal waterworks sys- 
tems shall pay all the charges 
or the city shall pay a reasonable 


amount for fire protection or shall pay 
in addition to this an amount com- 
mensurate with the general benefit to 
the city at large. Some data are being 
collected as a basis for a future dis- 
cussion of this side of the subject.” 


ANOTHER RAILROAD TO SAN 
FRANCISCO. The San Francisco Ex- 
aminer of Wednesday last contained 
some information regarding the pur- 
poses of the San Francisco and Sar 
Joaquin Valley Railroad, which is of 
great interest to Southern California, as, 
if the statements are correct, it means 
that this section will soon have a com- 
peting line to San Francisco. Re- 
ferring to the return to San Francisco 
from Fresno of a party of directors of 
the road, the Examiner says: 

“The truth is that the company has 

been promised the money necessary to 
construct 165 miles south of Fresno. 
Four men in this city have agreed to 
take the first $3,000,000 of the company’s 
bonds. Claus Spreckles ts the leader of 
this local syndicate, but the names of 
the others are withheld for the pres- 
ent. 
“The 6000 bonds for $1000 each are be- 
ing engraved in New York. These 
bonds are to be issued by the Metro- 
politan Trust Company of New York 
us trustee. The syndicate is said to 
have decided to take 3000 bonds because 
of the belief that $3,000,000 will build 
the line from Fresno to Bakersfield. 
The bonds are to run for thirty years 
at 5 per cent. interest. 

“The company last summer went to 
considerable expense in preparing final 
surveys for its extension to Bakersfield. 
In order to cover as much good terri- 
tory south of Fresno as possible it was 
decided to build the main line south of 
Fresno by way of Reedley and Visalia 
into Bakersfield. A loop was to be 
built from the main line three miles 
south of Fresno, swinging around via 
Hanford, to a point on the main line 
about forty miles north of Bakersfield. 

“The right-of-way on the Hanford 
line is almost perfected, but on the 
main route considerable work remains 
to be done. Mr. Spreckels and the 
directors positively assert that it is not 
asking too much of the property-own- 
ers along the extension to give the com- 
pany a free right-of-way, and that if 
it is not given they will not build a 
single mile of road south of Fresno. 

“It is quite probable that if the rights- 
of-way on the Hanford route are soon 
cleared up it may be selected for the 
main line to Bakersfield and the coun- 
try around Reedley abandoned. If, 
however, all construction south of 
Fresno is to be abandoned this year 
for lack of a clear right-of-way, it is 
understood the company will imme- 
diately make arrangements for be- 
ginning the extension from Stockton to 


| Oakland. Of the $6,000,000 in bonds al- 


ready mentioned, it is the understand- 
ing that about half will be spent on 
the line from Stockton and in im- 
proving China Basin. 

“The directors of the road held a 
brief meeting late yesterday afternoon 
to discuss the question of right-of-way 
south of Fresno. 

“A motion was adopted to bring con- 
demnation suits at once against three 
property-owners south of Fresno on the 
Hanford route as a means of clearing 
the right-of-way on that route in short 
order. Attorney Preston will begin the 
suits today. Discussion regarding the 
right-of-way via Reedley and Visalia 
went over until next week's meeting.” 


NEW INCORPORATIONS. Articles 
of incorporation have been filed by the 
Pacific Creamery Company, which has 
its principal place of business in Los 
Angeles, and is formed for the purpose 
of manufacturing and dealing in steril- 
ized cream, condensed milk coffee, 
chocolate and other manufactured 
products, composed. wholly or in part 
of milk or cream.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Moncey. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—The stock market 
today was quite animated and the volume of 
business considerably larger than on any day 
in a number of weeks past. The movement 
of prices was irregular, owing to heavy real- 
ization of profits; which was again partly off- 
set by fresh buying for long account. The 
initial and early trading was characterized by 
a resumption of the activity and buoyancy 
that had marked the close of the previous 
week. The dealings were well distributed 
and improvement was generally noted, with 
the specialties in exceptional favor. In the 
regular railway list important fractional gains 
were scored, the Grangers and Southwesterns 
leading. Foreign purchases were extensive 
and included large blocks of speculative 
bonds. Dealers in miscellaneous securities 
reported the inquiries for high-priced material 
largely in excess of the supply. In the late 
trading the selling pressure increased and the 
traders seemed to meet little or no opposition 
in their raiding tactics. The closing was 
weak at sharp fractional net losses in most 
of the active stocks. The bond market main- 
tained decided strength throughout and was 
not influenced by the weakness of the stock 
market. The dealings were unusually large, 
aggregating $2,969,000, and included a greater 
variety of igsues than has been dealt in for 
a long time. Some of the active bonds were 
conspicuous for wide changes, particularly 
Spokane and Palouse first trust receipts, 
which sold at 34, against 75, the last preced- 
ing sale, on September 28, 1896. Oregon Im- 
provement firsts showed a gain of 1% per 
cent. Government bonds were quiet, but 
rather firm, on purchases of $20,000, ;

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—The Evening Post's 
London financia! cablegram says:

The situation here 
is peculiar. Money is cheap, yet the causes 
which make it cheap are the very points 
helping to check marked activity. Thus. dis- 
count is easy because bills are scarce, which 
again is partly because New York holds back 
an unknown quant'ty, which itself is a dis- 
turbing factor rather than otherwise. The 
Benk cf England has yet to be repaid £2 - 
600,000 before the position of the money mar- 


ket can be properly gauged. It is rumored 
fteely today that the bank rate will go down 
on Thursday. I do not think it likely, but 
uncertainty as to the monetary outlook is un- 
mistakably evident. Japan bought £390,000 
gold today. The Paris bourse was dull on re- 
orts of the Czar’s illness. The Berlin mar- 
et was steady.”’

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—The visible supply 
of grain Saturday, January 16, as compiled

Grain and Prodace. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—Whatever strength 
wheat had was displayed at the opening and 
was only a momentary fractional rally, May 
opening at from 80% to 81%, compared with 
Saturday's closing price of 80%, most of the 
trading being done at the lower two quota- 
tions. The strength of the market at the 
start was in part due to the sudden change 
in the weather from spring mildness to win- 
ter severity, with wheat exposed to the full 
effect of severe frost. It was partly caused 
also by the indication of a small aggregate 
for the world’s shipment of wheat and flour 
for the week. Beerbohm’s report made the 
total 5,120,000 bushels, but a private cable- 
gram from Liverpool suggested the total as 
4,020,000 bushels, or about two million five 
hundred thousand bushels less than the week- 
ly requirements of Europe. Cables were a 
disappointment, Liverpool showing only a 4d 
advance at the opening and closing at 44 
decline from those figures. There was prac- 
tically no response to cabled offers from this 
side, and traders who bought Saturday an- 
ticipating a demand unloaded again. The 
late cables from Liverpool increased the dis- 
satisfaction and were influential in pressing 
prices down to 80% before 11:30 o’clock. The 
visible-supply statement showed a decrease of 
1,413,000 bushels, being heavier than generally 
looked for. A year ago the week’s decrease 
was 957,000 bushels. Chicago receipts were 
25 carloads: on the similar day a year ago 
they were 98 cars. Minneapolis and Duluth 
received 313 cars, against 361 on the week 
before and 572 last year. Atlantic port ship- 
ments were smal! at 182,000 bushels in wheat 
and flour. The market recovered from 
to 805% and the latter price was current about 
1 o'clock, but a sudden drive of the bears 
was made in the last ten minutes, which re- 
duced the figures to 80% at the close. Corn 
had a decidedly active session. The market 
showed some strength at the opening, but 
soon turned weak on heavy selling by the 
elevator people. Country offerings were much 
increased by the cold weather. The closing 
was weak. Oats opened steady, but a weak 
feeling soon developed, owing to the cold 
weather, which caused a fear of a heavy 
movement. Provisions fared well, notwith- 
standing the weakness of the grain markets, 
which made its influence felt near the close 
of the session.

PASADENA, Jan. 18.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) A Mexican drinking 
bout, with the usual accompaniment 


- of a cutting affray, took place Sunday 


afternoon near the gas works, between 
Brouaway and Marengo avenue. 
the result of the carousal Luis Quijada 
is now. in bed with two ugly knife 
wounds in his abdomen, and Juan 
Reyes is in jail charged with assault 
to murder. 

The affair was not reported to the 
police until this morning, when word 
was brought to City Marshal Lacey’s 
office that a Mexican had been stabbed 
on Sunday afternoon. Marshal Lacey, 
Recorder Rossiter and a Times reporter 
started an investigation, and soon 
found the victim in bed at his home 
in a squalid hovel on South Fair Oaks 
avenue. The injured man was sur- 
rounded by his family and friends, 
who seemed to regard it as a matter 
of no great consequence, although the 
poor fellow was groaning with agony. 
No one had thought it worth while 
to report the matter to the officers of 
the law in order to bring the assailant 
to justice. 

The story told by Quijada, through 
a young Spanish woman, who acted 
as interpreter, was that he and some 
friends were at a shanty near the gas 
works, when Reyes came along very 
much under the influence of liquor. 
He wanted to fight some one and, open- 
ing a pocket-knife, he said he could 
kill the best man in the crowd. They 
all laughed at him, thinking he was 
only joking. 

Then Reyes advanced upon Quijada, 
saying he would stab him because he 
was big and fat. Before Quijada 
realized that Reyes was in earnest he 
felt the cold steel puncture him in the 
left side of the abdomen, just below 
the ribs. The knife was withdrawn 
and inserted the second time lower 
down near the groin. 

Quijada, holding his hands over the 
wounds to staunch the flow of blood, 
walked to his home, a quarter of. a 
mile distant. Dr, Rowland was sum- 
moned and dressed his wounds, which 
are painful but not necessarily fatal. 
Fortunately, the knife did not pene- 
trate the bowels. 

After hearing the Mexican’s story, 
Recorder Rossiter drew up a complaint 


“charging Reyes with assault to mur- 


der, which Quijada swore to, and a 
warrant for Reyes’s arrest was issued. 
Marshal Lacey found him this after- 
noon east of town, where he was at 
work. He hauled a load of wood te 
Los Angeles this morning, and was 
evidently not expecting to be arrested. 

The prisoner professed ignorance of 
the stabbing, saying he was drunk all 
day yesterday, and did not know what 
happened. He told the Marshal that 
he himself was stabbed in che abdo- 
men about a year ago, but a little 
thing dike that did not worry him. 

While Marshal Lacey was talking to 
Quijacda, another Mexican living in an 
adjoining hovel, came in with a ban- 
dageé hand. When asked what ailed 
him he took off the bandages and 
showed a terribly lacerated, swollen 
and festered hand. The little finger 
cut off. the next finger to it about 
hali-severed, and the middle finger 
was badly gashed. He said about a 
ago one of his neighbors ob- 
jected because he had a lamp lit in 
his house, and came over and extin- 
guished it.. The owner of the lamp re- 
sented this interference, and the tres- 
passer drew a knife and made at him. 
Tne man who was assaulted grabbed 
the assailant, but in the scuffle the 
knife was drawn through the other 
man’s hand, severing one finger and 
gashing the rest, as already described. 
The wieclder of the knife fled, but his 
victim made no complaint to the offi- 
cérs until questioned yesterday. The 
man who dié@ the cutting is sald to 
have gone to San Diego. No effort 
will be made ty bring him back. The 
mother of the fugTtive has promised to 
pay the wounded man for the time 
he is compelled to remain idle. 

Each of the wounded Mexicans has 
a family dependent upon him for sup- 
port. Quijada’s wife is sick abed, and 
the children are left to shift for them- 
selves. 

One of the Mexicans engaged in Sun- 
day's carousal was picked up by the 
police Sunday evening. He pleaded 
guilty to the charge of disturbing the 
peace before Recorder Rossiter today 


~ and was fined $5, being given till next 


Saturday io raise the money. He says 
he was asleep in a wagon when the 
stabbing occurred.

A GOOD SHOWING. 

The annual report of Secretary Hab- 
bick of the Pasadena Lake Vineyard 
Land and Water Company makes a 
very good showing. The income frow 
water rates during the year was $32,- 
356.68, being $1779.50 more than the pre- 
vious year. Other items of income were: 
Street sprinkling, $2075.67; irrigation, 

264.02; sundries, $1102. Among the dis- 
bursements were $16.416.96 for repairs, 
lands, etc.; $7974.17 for extension of tun- 
nels; $3111.70 for office expenses; $1147.38 
for taxes. The cash balance in bank at 
the close of the year was $7774.23, as 
against $2346.21 at the beginning of the 
year.

THE SUPERVISORS IN CHARGE. 

The Supervisors are in charge of the 
County Jail, and men are at work 
completing the structure, This building 
has been in dispute for some time, and 
just what the outcome will be now is a 
little uncertain. The contractors, 
Messrs. Hulteen & Bergstrom of ; os 
Angeles locked up the building several 
weeks ago and forbade the county of- 
ficials or any other person or persons 
from entering the building for any pur- 
pose. This was done, the contractors 
claimed, to protect themselves and to 
compel the Supervisors to pay over the 
remainder of the money which the 
contractors say is due them for the 
structure. But there is a different story 
told by the Supervisors, and at a meet- 
ing not long since a committee was ap- 
pointed to act in conjunction with the 
District Attorney to take steps toward 
completing the building under the su- 
pervision of the board.

Mr. Spence says the seekers for the 
Padres’ mine erred in supposing that 
the gold came from a ledge. He has 
had specimens from the red banks as- 
sayed by leading experts in Denver and 
San Francisco, and they all report that 
he has struck a paying lead.

Al P. Wright Threatens to Sue the 
County for Illegal Imprison- 
ment—The Vice-President Com- 
ing—Notes and Personals. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 18.—(Reg- 
viar Correspondence.) There is in 
town a gentleman who carries in his 
pocket a letter which casts a side light 
on the attaché scandal at Sacramento.

A PECULIAR LETTER. 

The following self-explanatory let- 

ter has been received: 
“LOS ANGELES, Jan. 13, 1897. 

“Chairman Board of Supervisors, San 
Bernardino county. Cal.—My Dear 
Sir: I desire to call your attention 
and that of your official associates to 
the case of Al P. Wright, who has re- 
tained me as his counsel. Without 
the slightest shadow of probable 
cause, Mr. Wright was arrested upon 
a warrant charging him with a serious 
offense, confined for nearly thirty days 
in the County Jail of your county 
without any commitment whatever 
from any court, denied the right of bail 
and deprived of his liberty. It natur- 
ally suggests itself to him that the 
county of San Bernardino should 
respond to him for this outrage com- 
mitted against him.

DIRECTORS HOLD A 
SPIRITLESS MEETING, 


Mr. Doolittle Thinks They Should 
Have Been on the Pay-roll at 
Sacramento—What Did the Dog 
Die oft 


The meeting of the Hurled directors 
last evening was a brief and spiritless 
one. The directors were all present. As 
the evening was decidedly chilly, and 
there were no facilities for warming 
the barn, the directors wore their over- 
coats buttoned up to their ears, and re- 
eorted to stamping the floor in order to 
try and keep warm. 

President Howlittle stated at once

Director Doolittle wanted to know 
why arrangements could not have been 
made to put the directorate of the pa- 
per on the list of attachés of the State 


Legisiature. He said, he noted that it 
Was not at all necessary for an attaché 
to be present in Sacramento in order 
to draw his per diem, and a little in- 
come of from $4 to $8 a day would come 
in mighty handy just now to all of 
thern. lie thought the influence of the 
Hurled should have been sufficient to 
have secured these jobs, if the presi- 
dent had been alive to his business. 

The president said he had made some 
effort in tha irection, but had been 
decidedly snubbed by the Southern Cal- 
ifornia legislators, who appeared to 
jook upon the Hurled as a “dead cock 
in a pit,” and had no use for it now 
that the election was over. He added 
that the paper might yet mount some 
of their frames, if the chance should 
present itself. 

Director Canlittle wanted to know 
what the company meant by putting in 
a demurrér and fignting the suit of the 
paper-dealers, if, as the president had 
stated, this suit was an “invited” one. 

President Howlittle replied that in 
this case the word “invited” .was to be 
understood in a Pickwickian sense. 

Director Damlittle referred to a long 


and more or less @ble editorial on the 
subject of suicide, which had appeared 
in the Hurled of Sunday last. He 
wanted to know whether there was any 
hidden meaning attached to this arti- 
cle, and warned the president that in 
case he intended to try and escape 
them by such means, he would find 
himself badly fooled. The directors did 
not propose to let such a little thing as 
suicide stand between them and the 
attainment of their rights, and if the 
president thought he could thus escape 
the janitor, he was much mistaken. 

The president remarked that Mr. 
Damlittle was sametimes “too funny 
for anything.’’ He assured the direc- 
tors he had no intention of shuffling 
off this mortal coil, although the ex- 
perience of the past couple of weeks 
had been almost sufficient to drive 
him to it. 

Mr. Amlittle called attention to an- 
other case of a dog poisoned through 
chewing the Hurled, that had _  oc- 
curred in his neighborhood, and said 
he expected that they would have to 
stand another damage suit. He added 
that he supposed it was due to the 
quality of the paper supplied by the 
firm that had brought suit against 
them, and asked whether this occur- 
rence could not be utilized as a coun- 
terclaim for damages.

A heated controversy then arose as 
to whether the death of the dog was 
probably due to the quality of the 
paper or to the editorials. It was 
finally decided to, have a post mortem 
examination of the animal. the result 
to be reported at the next meeting. 

The president then announced that 
he was freezing to death, and if there 
was no other business on hand he 
would adjourn the meeting.
